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Village apparently 
will get a shuttle 
bus service: Hem

Results of a 
recent survey have 


prompted Trustee William Heln to say 
that a commuter shuttle bus service to 
and from area railroad stations probably 
will be coming to Wheeling. 


About 52 residents indicate they would 


use such a service in a questionnaire 
sent out with a recent village newsletter. 
M. 0. Horcher, administrative assistant, 
said the returns probably Indicate only 
about one-half to one-quarter of the resi- 
dents who would actually use the com- 
muter bus service. 


"There'd be about a hundred and up to 


"IX) people who would actually use the 
bus service to the train stations," Hor- 
cher said, noting that such question- 
naires usually have a small response. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Hein, who pro- 


posed the commuter shuttle In January, 
said citizen response exceeds the break- 
e^ en estimates for the service. "I had a 
tigure that 90 people had to use the bus 
MTVice to have it at a break-even point," 
he said. "If all the conditions are as fa- 
vorable as these conditions, we will go 
ahead with it."

Police call off 
ticket deluge 


The "one-shot" ticket blitz In which 


Wheeling policemen wrote more than 200 
traffic tickets for cars without village 
stickers last weekend will not be repeat- 
ed. Police, however, are warning motor- 
ists who live in the village to purchase 
the stickers. 


Police Lt. Ronald Nelson said last 


weekend's ticket activity was "a one-shot 
deal" that is conducted each March in 
the village's shopping centers. One night 
earlier, he said, policemen went through 
the apartment complex parking lots writ- 
ing tickets. 


All vehicles registered to Wheeling 


residents must display village vehicle 
stickers by Feb. 15 each year. In last 
week's police effort, tickets were only 
written for vehicles police had reason to 
believe were owned by Wheeling resi- 
dents. Nelson said there are clues which 
indicate if a vehicle belongs to a village 
resident. 


Last year a total of 8.510 vehicle stick- 


ers were sold by the village, with 7.296 
being sold by this tlntc To date this 
year. 8.3M stickers have been sold. 


Persons who received tickets who do 


not live In Wheeling need only bring their 
registration and driver's license to the 
police station and their ticket will be 
voided. Nelson said. 


lage would contract with Metron'Systems 
Corp. to operate a. shuttle between the 
village and the railroad stations in Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
Metron currently runs such a bus service 
in Arlington Heights and portions of Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Currently, village bus service is limited 


to Wheeling, and therefore cannot pro- 
vide transit for commuters who ride the 
trains. In 
proposing the 
commuter 


shuttle, Heln said it would round out the 
village's total bus service and also pro- 
vide gas savings for village residents. 


Hein said he is planning to review the 


survey results at a committee meeting 
Monday night. "If the rest of the! trustees 
agree to it, and I'm sure they will be- 
cause it is to the betterment of the com- 
munity, it is quite possible that we will 
have a commuter service," he said. 


THE NEXT step towards establishing 


the Metron commuter run "would be to 
get together with Metron and set up a 
schedule," Hein said. He said there 
might be some scheduling problems de- 
pending on where those residents using 
the service live. 


The proposed commuter service would 


pick up Wheeling residents at various lo- 
cations in the village and take them to 
the railroad stations. The service-would 
be geared to monthly passes, which sell 
for $15 in the Arlington Heights system. 


Despite financial troubles with the Ar- 


lington Heights bus program, Metron of- 
ficials said they are still interested in the 
Wheeling proposal. 


"We would be going In there on the 


basis that we can't lose money," said 
Claude Luisada, Metron president. "We 
may not make a great deal of money, 
but we won't lose." 


LUISADA SAID that while his firm is 


interested in the commuter shuttle, he 
would also like Metron to take over man- 
agement of the village bus. "We don't 
want to just'run that service to the rail- 
road stations," he said. "What we would 
really like to do is run the whole system 
on a management contract." 


While the village bus service is cur- 


rently losing money, it is not known what 
the operating expenses are. A report on 
the bus is expected next week. 


If Metron takes over the entire bus 


system, Luisada said the village bus 
would be able to attract more passen- 
gers. "Metron is very interested in the 
matter, and we believe that we can at- 
tract a considerable increase in the num- 
'ber of riders," he said. 


Village officials, however, have pre- 


viously rejected 
this idea, saying it 


would increase operating costs. 


Hein said he could not predict how 


quickly the village would act on the com- 
muter bus service proposal. "I 
think 


we'll know more about It after the meet- 
ing Monday night," he said.

Opinion expressed in accountability session 
Village pleased with Gram-House

The village of Wheeling is providing 


$13,000 in support of Omni-House: Youth 
Services Bureau this year, and village 
trustees are apparently satisfied the 
money is being well-spent by the local 
counseling agency. 


Meeting with Omni-House staff mem- 


bers for an informal "acountability ses- 
sion" Wednesday night, the village board 
and members of the youth commission 
expressed general approval of current 
programs. 


After touring the new Omni-House fa- 


cility at 57 S. Wolf Rd. Wednesday night, 
various staff members discussed each of 
the programs in operation and plans for 
the future. 


COUNSELING at Omni-House often 


makes it possible for juveniles Who are 
arrested to avoid placement in the Audy 
Home in Chicago or other similiaf deten- 
tion facilities. Village Pres. Ted Scanlon 
asked if the rearrest rate of youths coun- 
seled locally indicates that juveniles are 
taking advantage of the agency. 


"Does a kid say for example, 'If I'm 


arrested, I'll run back to Omni-House 
rather than the Audy Home?' " Scanlon 
questioned. 


Harry Wells, Omni-House psychologist, 


said 11 of 100 youths counseled last year 
were re-arrested, three of them more 
than once. Wells said the agency is sensi- 
tive to the possibility of being manipu- 
lated and refers youths suspected of tak- 
ing advantage of its services to the court 
for other action. ' 


Scanlon complimented Omni-House on 


being recognized by the court as a viable 
agency in dealing with juvenile justice 
problems. Arrested youths are some- 
times ordered by the court to report to 
Omni-House periodically 
during their 


probation. 


"I think it's important to note that this 


is not just a group of do-gooders, but the 
court recognizes Omni-House — it's a 
real pat on the back," he said. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Ed Berger and 


several others questioned Omni-House 
Executive Director Peter Digre about 
continued financing of the agency. The 
facility presently receives some state 
support from the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission (ILEC), but funds are 
to be cut off after next year. 


"We hope to have ongoing funding 


through the Department of Children and 


Family Services or the Department of 
Corrections, along with local support,' 
Digre said. "It's not clear what will hap- 
pen on the federal level, but -they 
are particularly interested in dealing 
with drug abuse now." 


Berger also asked about the possibility 


of setting up a veneral disease clinic at 
Omni-House. 


"VD is running rampant right now, 


from what I understand, and maybe 
since the kids already have confidence in 
Omni-House, they'd be more likely to 
come here than go to a hospital or medi- 
cal clinic for treatment," Berger said. 
He suggested attempting to seek a doctor 
to donate his time in operating a VD cen- 
ter at Omni-House. 


DIGRE AGREED that the clinic was 


a good idea and said if a doctor's ser- 
vices could be obtained.the subject might 
be discussed with the Omni-House execu- 
tive board. Currently, however, he said 
the cost of operating a center would be 
prohibitive. Although VD cases are not 
common at Omni-House, Digre 
said 


when the problem comes up, the agency 
works closely with local doctors and

Environment 
unit opposes 
heliports 


Wheeling's environmental commission 


is opposed to a request to allow heliports 
in the village. 


After several weeks of study, the com- 


mission members unanimously recom- 
mended that the village deny a petition 
from Earl Reynolds, owner of Asplundh 
Tree Expert Co., 412 N. Milwaukee Ave. 
The commission's report will be pre- 
sented at zoning board hearings on the 
matter April 9. 


"The general consensus was that there 


were so many negative factors that the 
board asked that the ordinance not be 
amended, that the petitioner's request be 
denied," said William Rogers, commis- 
sion chairman. 


This is the third time since 1968 that 


Reynolds has asked the village to allow 
heliports to operate in the village. The 
request was denied twice before. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted C. Scanlon, 


an employe of Asplundh, said he will not 
participate in any decision on the heli- 
port issue. 


"However, I'm not connected with the 


aviation department," Scanlon said. 


Reynolds wants to use the heliport for 


the company's two helicopters which pa- 
trol electric utility lines for various com- 
panies in the Midwest. 


Rogers said there were se'veral factors 


that played a part in the commission's 
decision to oppose the heliport. "The lo- 
cation and 'the amount of obstacles on 
the property were such that there would 
have been a conflict with the FAA safety 
provisions," he said. 


The commission chairman noted that 


the proposed heliport is located in the 
middle of several buildings. He also said 
the •commission found several houses, 
power lines and warehouses that might 
be obstacles to the proposed flight pat- 
tern. 


ANOTHER consideration, according to 


Rogers, was the fact that the village 
would have no control over the operation 
of the heliport once it was approved. He 
noted that the FAA controls all aircraft 
in flight, and therefore the village could 
not restrict the size of the aircraft, traf- 
fic patterns or hours of operation. 


"Once it is established, the village no 


longer has any control," Rogers said. 
"Nearby residents would have no oppor- 
tunity of getting any relief since it would 
be entirely out of the village control." 


Although Reynolds has offered to allow 


the village to use Asplundh helicopters 
for emergencies, Rogers said he did not 
think this service was needed because of 
the closeness of O'Hare Airport and 
Glenview Naval Air Base. 


The commission also noted that Wheel- 


ing already has airports on either side of 
the village, according to Rogers. 


ASPLUNDH IS requesting the heliport 


so it can do its own maintenance on its 
helicopters, which are now stored at Pal- 
waukee Airport. The airport does not 
have hangars available for helicopter 
maintenance. 


In 1968, when the heliport ordinance 


was first proposed, there were six heli- 
ports operating in the village. After the

Parents9 opinions vary on their own roles

measures. Here, four families whose 
children attend High School Districts 214, 
211 and 207 discuss (heir experiences 
with school discipline. All have asked to 
remain anonymous and the names used 
here are fictitious.

"Here's the dean In a swivel chair with 


his feet on his desk, looking down his 
nose at parents," 


That's how one mother remembers her 


conference with the discipline officer In a 
local high school. She and her husband 
both feel the school has done a poor job 
disciplining their children. School offi- 
cials are uncooperative, they say, and 
they don't understand the needs of young 
people today. 


Her attitude is not typical of all par- 


ents. There are no typical attitudes when 
It comes to disciplining teenagers. Opin-

ions are as individual as the personalities 
of parents and students and school offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Brown, sitting on her living room 


sofa, still wearing her nurse's uniform, 
vividly recalls her meeting with the dean 
who looked down his nose at her. The 
experience seems to her to reflect the 
attitude of the school. "There's no 're- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general, the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances." 


THE BROWNS have several children 


in school and they say that no two of 
their children are alike. Each child has 
different interests, different friends, dif- 
ferent personalities and different souls. 


But, says their father, the school does 


not recognize these individual 
differ- 


ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition 
from Webster's Dictionary, 


which .says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ-' 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class after a few 
vocational students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class should run more smoothly." 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment' is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
time helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." In his. school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown.

RTA foes want to run transit board 


Opponents of the Regional Transportation Authority would 


make the best suburban members of the new RTA board, 
state legislators who worked for defeat of the March 19 refer- 
endum said Thursday, 


One prominent name being mentioned in McHenry County 


as a possible choice for one of two suburban county posts is 
Alexander MacArthur of Barrington Hills, former chairman 
of the Illinois Racing Board, 


Following a kNOw RTA Committee meeting Thursday to 


plot strategy for recounts, lawsuits and proposed RTA 
amendments, State Rep. Cal Skinner, R-Crystal Lake, told 
The Herald that MacArthur may have been mentioned as an 
RTA board candidate by some of the county board chairmen 
outside Cook County. 


Will, Lake. McHenry, DuPage, and Kane counties must 


, select only two members of the RTA board, and voters heavi- 
- ly trounced the RTA referendum In their areas partially be- 


cause they feel they are underrepresented. 


As an appointee of former Gov. Richard Ogllvie (who sup- 


ported the RTA referendum). MacArthur was a colorful lead- 
er on the racing board as he policed Illinois racing. 


In suburban Cook County, pressure is being exerted on the 


suburban members of the county board to appoint someone 
like Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh, who also opposed 
the RTA, to protect the interests of residents outside Chicago. 


Skinner said a recount is important because in at least two 


precincts, vote totals were reversed when they were record- 
ed. Those mistakes were caught, he said, but they indicate 
there may be others that could reverse the outcome of the 
referendum, which won my a margin of 12,897 votes — less 
than 1 per cent of the ballots. 


Financial assistance is being soughty .by the RTA oppo-

Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana announced Thursday dealers will receive 19.3 
million gallons of gasoline next month, a 16 per cent boost 
over March, but an eight per cent reduction from April, 1973. 
Information was not available on April price levesl for the 
major oil brands. A Chicago Motor Club survey found a wide 
range of pump prices this week in Cook County. Average was 
55.5 cents for regular and 60.0 for premium. Regular ranged 
from 48.4 to 70 cents and premium from 52.4 to 74 cents. Of 
the 80 stations polled, 22 per cent said they will be open 
Sunday.

Justice Dept., executive link backed 


John N. Mitchell's two predecessors, Ramsey Clark and

Loop blaze

Minimum wage raised and expanded 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress ap- 


proved legislation Thursday boosting the 
nation's minimum wage in three steps to 
$2.30 per hour and extended it to about 10 
million more workers. 


President Nixon said earlier Thursday 


that he would not veto the measure — he 
did last year because he thought it was 
inflationary — so the minimum wage will 
increase from $1.60 to $2 on May 1, to 
$2.10 next Jan. 1, and to $2.30 on Jan. 1, 
1976. 


The House voted 345 to 50 and the Sen- 


ate 71 to 19 to accept a conference com- 
mittee-bill that was a compromise bfr 
tween 'separate, slightly different ver- 
sions. 


The law extends coverage for the first 


time to domestic employes, all govern- 
ment workers and retail chain employes. 
In all, 54 million workers will be covered 
by the minimum wage law, about 10 mil- 
lion more than before. 


The measure applies to all workers re- 


gardless .of age. Congress rejected a 
strong suggestion by President Nixon to 
make the minimum 15 per cent less for 
workers under 18. 


Passage means almost immediate pay 


hikes for some 4 million workers now 
paid less than $2 an hour and adds anoth- 


er 10 million to minimum wage protec- 
tion. The immediate cost was estimated 
by economists at $1.5 billion. 


The bill also requires overtime be paid 


to policemen and firemen after a 60-hour 
week beginning next January. The hour- 
ly requirement drops to 58 hours in 1976 
and 54 hours in 1977. 


The Senate version of the bill was 


more liberal than the House version, and 
most of the changes reflected the House 
bill. The Senate backed away from a 


$2.20 hourly wage next Jan. 1 and from 
overtime for policemen and firemen af- 
ter 40 hours. 


About '6 million workers are still ex- 


empt, most of the employes of small re- 
tail and service establishments. 


"This legislation is three years late," 


said Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N. Y., one 
of its chief sponsors. 


Opponents argued the measure will 


hurt the people it is supposed to help — 


the poor — because it will spur inflation 
and unemployment. 


If signed into law, as expected, the 


measure will represent the fruit of three 
years of division between the President 
and Congress. 


The newly covered workers include lo- 


cal,-state'and federal government em- 
ployes, domestic anrt household workers 
and some retail and service workers. 
Farm workers will be getting raises, but 
not as quickly as roost others. 


Big jump seen in gas, electric rates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Americans 


can expect substantial increases in gas 
and electricity rates in 1974 and beyond, 
Federal Power Commission Chairman 
John N. Nassikis told Congress Thurs- 
day. 


He said if inflation is not brought un- 


der control, electric rates will probably 
triple "long before 1990." 


In testimony before the Joint Econom- 


ic Committee, Nassikis said energy con- 
servation efforts on the part of Ameri- 
cans have cut into the income of utility 
companies. 


"As a result, utilities are claiming that 


without higher rates they will be unable 
to raise capital for the purpose of con- 
structing facilities to meet their custom- 
ers' needs or indeed to continue to oper- 
ate at all," he said. "I believe that the 
price of electricity is going to continue to 
go up regardless of whether inflation is 
brought under control." 


At the same time, Vice President Ger- 


ald R. Ford warned Thursday that unless 
the United States develops sufficient 
power reserves at home, it risks contin- 
ued "economic and political pressure" 
from suppliers abroad. 


Expanded support for Vietnam Gh urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Four U.S. 


Senators, veterans of World War II, 
Thursday pleaded for expanded support 
for "courageous, battle-weary" Vietnam 
GIs Who returned home to an unheroic 
welcome. 


Sens. George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 


Robert Dole, R-Kan., Daniel K. Inoute, 
D-Hawaii, and Charles McC. Mathias Jr., 
R-Md., called a joint news conference on 
the eve of "Honor Vietnam Veterans 
Day." 


McGovern said that in December he 


and his colleagues joined to introduce 
legislation raising educational benefits 
for Vietnam veterans "up to the level 
they were for us after our war experi- 
ence." 


Dole said the difference between the 


educational benefits he and his fellow 
senators received and what today's vet- 
erans receive is "distressing." 


At the same time, in a message to 


mark Vietnam Veterans Day, Vice Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford also called for "a 
special effort to help solve some of the 
problems those veterans face today." 


He said there was "no finer way to 


offer appreciation than to offer a Viet- 
nam veteran a job, help in training for a 


job, or aid in school." 


As the senators and- vice president 


spoke, seven Vietnam veterans — four in 
wheelchairs — scuffled with police at 
the top of the Washington monument dur- 
ing a protest against conditions in VA 
hospitals. 


The veterans said they were members 


of the "American Veterans Movement" 
and from the VA hospital at Long Beach, 
Calif. They demanded a meeting with 
President Nixon to discuss alleged mis- 
treatment and poor conditions in the hos- 
pital. 


He also chided the "voices of doom 


and gloom" who predicted-dire effects 
from the Arab oil embargo and who have 
been sharply critical of the Nixon admin- 
istration's handling of the energy crisis. 


In other energy developments: 
• Spokesmen for the chemical industry 


said that the energy crisis has altered 
world trade so drastically ti»at major 
changes are needed in the Nixon admin- 
istration's trade reform bill. They urged 
that tariff cuts permitted under the bill 
be limited to not more than 50 per cent, 
that no U.S. tariff over 25 per cent be 
reduced below 15 per cent, and that any 
agreement on American selling prices be 
required to have congressional approval. 


• The foreign ministers of Egypt and 


Saudi Arabia defended the lifting of the 
oil embargo on the United States but 
warned the Arabs still considered oil as 
a weapon backing their Middle East pol- 
icies. The statements coincided with the 
final session of the Arab League Min- 
isterial council in Tunis which decided to 
hold the next Arab summit in September 
in Rabat, Morocco, instead of April as 
originally scheduled. 


4No breakthrough' in Kissinger talks

The diplomatic magic of Henry Kissin- 


ger didn't work as. well as U.S. officials 
hoped during his three days of talks with 
Russian leaders in Moscow, casting 
doubt on President Nixon's chances of 
wringing anything dramatic from his vis- 
it to the Sovet capital in June. 


A joint Soviet-American statement is- 


sued in Moscow indicated there was no 
breakthrough on the big issue discussed 
by Kissinger and Soviet party secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev: ending the impasse in 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT) in Geneva. The 600-word state- 
ment also made no mention of progress 


on any of the other issues dividing the 
two nations, including the Middle East 
and bilateral trade. 


Defense Secretary James Schlesinger 


said in Washington that the failure of 
Kissinger and Brezhnev to end the SALT 
deadlock just about dooms any possi- 
bility for a breakthrough during Nixon's 
summit trip. 


The statement said both sides are de- 


termined to find solutions to the arms 
impasse, but there was no indication of 
how far along they were in that goal. 


Kissinger himself said, "It is difficult 


to define a breakthrough. At the same 


time, it is too early to say whether one 
was achieved. The degree of progress 
will be determined by the followup." 


It was reported'that the Russians had 


made a proposal on nuclear limitations 
which Kissinger considered unacceptable 
as it stands, but which he will discuss the 
U.S. diplomatic and military officials 
when he returns to Washington. 


The official 
statement 
was 
issued 


about nine hours after Kissinger left 
Moscow. He stopped off in London for 
seven hours to confer with Prime Min- 
ister Harold Wilson and other members 
of the new Labor Party government. 


Report ransom note in diplomat kidnaping

mat John Patterson, as U. S. authorities 
disclosed that his kidnapers sent the con- 
sulate in Hermosillio a ransom note 
apparently written by Vice Counsul Pat- 
terson himself three hours after his ab- 
duction last Friday. It was reported Pat- 
terson's family would meet the undis- 
closed demands. Mexican authorities 
said the abductors were believed to be 
members of ,the "Sept. 23 Communist 
League," responsible for most of the po- 
litical kidnapings in Mexico, and had the 
army and state police scouring northern 
Mexico's barren mountains for Patterson 
and his abductors . . . ,the 112th day 
passed since the kidnaping of Esso exec- 
utive Victor Samuelson in Argentina, 
with no word from his abductors despite 
payment of $14.2 million ransom . . . 
Russell Little and Joseph Remiro, two 
suspected members of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army sent "warmest regards 
and love" to kidnaped Patricia Hearst by 
way of a letter to a radio station.

Imperial Inventors International Inc., 


the target of both state and federal fraud 
investigations, has set up two front com- 
panies to continue Us questionable busi- 
ness practices, The Herald has learned. 


Imperial, located at 2230 E. 
Devon 


Ave., Des Plaines, has been the target of 
a consumer fraud lawsuit by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott In addition five 
executives of the company were Indicted 
last year on mall fraud charges by a fed- 
eral grand jury. 


Now, 
Imperial officials have created a 


new company, Midwest Innovations, Inc , 
and taken control of an existing firm, 
Product Development Services, Inc . for- 
merly based In Texas, a Herald in- 
vestigation has disclosed. 


Sources close to the company said the 


new firms were set up to escape the 
pressure of government Investigators 
and to give the operation a "clean 
name " 


THE NEW companies, like Imperial, 


clnim to offer marketing and patent as- 
sistance to inventors who have ideas for 
new products. 


The Herald disclosed in 1972 that the 


company charged prospective inventors 
up to $1,000 or more to evaluate their 
Ideas and provide promised manufac- 
turing and promotional help. 


More than 90 per cent of the Invention 


evaluations were favorable but only a 
few of the Inventions were ever pur- 
chased by manufacturers. Marketing ex- 


perts and patent attorneys have termed 
the company's elaborate evaluation re- 
ports "nonsense and practically worth- 
less." 


Imperial was described as a "major 


ripoff" by U. s. Atty. James Thompson 
when indictments were returned against 
the five officials last year. They are 
scheduled to go on trial May 20, 


THOMAS M. ROTH, a top Imperial of- 


ficial, Thursday refused to comment 
when asked about the ties between Impe- 
rial and the two other companies. Roth, 
whose response when contacted by tele- 
phone consisted of a string of profanities 
and a threat to assault a Herald report- 
er, also refused to make any other infor- 
mation available. 


However, it was learned that mail for 


Innovations received at the 912 W. Touhy 
Ave., Park Ridge, address listed as its 
headquarters is forwarded to Imperial's 
headquarters in Des Plaines. 


Promotional material for Innovations 


lists the 912 W. Touhy address but pic- 
tures the large, landscaped building in 
the O'Hare-Lake office complex where 
Imperial is located. The Touhy address 
is actually a pet shop and answering ser- 
vice. 


Telephone calls made to Innovations, 


Product Development Services and Im- 
perial are all received at Imperial's Des 
Plaines office by someone who answers, 
"Inventions." 


Records filed with the Illinois Secre- 


tary of State indicate the company is of- 
ficially located at 912 W. Touhy, State 
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records also indicate that "J. Jones" is 
the firm's registered agent. Sources said 
the only person named Jones associated 
,with any of the companies was a file 
clerk, who' is no longer employed there. 
No record of the corporation's officers 
was available. 


SOURCES CLOSE to the company said 


Roth and Clair C. Wagner, two of the 
principal figures in the development of 
Imperial, actually operate Innovations 
even through Fred Nelson is listed in 
promotional material as president of the 
company. 


Nelson has an Innovations office in 


Shawnee Mission, Kan., but promotional 
brochures and product evaluation reports 
for Innovations are prepared in Impe- 
rial's office in Des Plaines, it was 
learned.

Sources 
told The Herald both In- 


novations and PDS charge inventors 
about $1,000 for evaluation reports and 
pledge to represent the product ideas to 
manufacturers. 


Although the operations of the three 


firms are similar, Imperial officials have 
apparently tried to minimize any public 
connections among them. 


"They bought PDS to get a clean name 


and a clean Better Business Bureau re- 
port," one source said 


HOWEVER, The Herald has received 


PDS documents containing the name of 
several Imperial employes Offices once 
occupied by PDS at 3166 River Rd., Des 
Plaines, were closed recently and moved 
into offices adjacent to Imperial's head- 
quarters in Des Plaines. 


One source told The Herald that Don-

to dispute a traffic citation he has re- 
ceived.

"On normal days, it is also 
over its limits." 


ARLINGTON Heights Village Mgr. L. 


A. Hanson said the court is now handling 
aout 45,000 cases annually and will be up 
to 30,000 next year. "It's beyond the 
point of compatibility," with village of- 
fices, he says. 


The Tuesday situation was an extreme 


"example of a problem of growing con- 
cern to law enforcement officials, attor- 
neys and judges, alike. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


Case, who is one of the most vocal critics 
of the court situation, says policemen 
spend an average of two to four hours in 
' court sometimes for only one ease. Often 
the case may not even be called, he says. 


Defendants frequuently wait even long- 


er. 


'"The people are suffering and it's 


costing us money, too," Case says of the 
situation. "We pay our men time-and- 
a-half for court time." The police depart- 
ment's $16,000 yearly overtime budget 
has already been exhausted, he says.' Po- 
lice officials in Wheeling say overtime 
costs are also exceeding budgets because 
of court time. 


"Is there any problem with it!" lamen- 


ted Palatine Lt. Harold Nehmzow about 
the court. "Is there anybody that doesn't 
have problems with it?" 


THE COMPLAINTS from police about 


the courts are echoed by lawyers. 


"Delay is one of the major problems 


we confront," according to Geno DeVito, 
chief of the general trial division of the 
Cook County state's attorney's office. "In 
my opinion delays are inexcusable in 
many instances because 
circumstances 


of a case are generally very clear cut. 


Continuances are not entirely respon- 


sible for the log-jamming in the courts, 
other judicial officials say. 


"IN 1984, we went to a unified court 


system, but since then the suburban dis- 
tricts have doubled and in some cases 
tripled in size and the court cases have 
as well," says Don O'Connell, adminis- 
trative aide to Circuit Court Chief Judge 
John Boyle. 


"We relied solely on municipal facil- 


ities up until the past year or so," 
O'Connell said. "In 'the past year, we've 
realized from our conversations with mu- 
nicipal officials that these facilities are 
no longer adequate and are being over- 
loaded. There's no question in our mind 
that we need more courtrooms." 


On that point the judges, attorneys and 


police also seem to agree. 


"I think what really should be done in 


this district is that more court rooms 
should be set up, especially in the west- 
ern half of the district," Palatine Lt. 
Nebmzow said. "The facilities that we 
had five and six years ago are the same, 
but the size of the problems are differ- 
ent." 


BUT THE solution of providing more 


courtrooms has not proven to be an easy 
answer. In Rolling Meadows, for ex- 
ample, a vacant third floor wing of the 
city hall Was offered to the circuit court 
for use more than a year ago. Chief 
Judge Harold Sullivan, 2nd District, told 
Case he had "no objections" to utilizing 
the room. 


"But I never heard anything more 


from them," Case says. "I don't even 
know' now if our city council would ap- 
prove anymore a courtroom here. They 
(the judges) waited too long." 


A similar.situation exists in Wheeling, 


where Village Mgr. George Passolt and 
Police Chief Peter Guttilla have been 
working "very strenuously" to get a 
courtroom in their village hall, according 
to Wheeling Police Lt. Thomas Conte. 


Currently, the only concrete negotia- 


tions for more courtroom space are cen- 
tering around plans for a new public 
safety building near the present Arling- 
ton Heights Village Hall, O'Connell said. 


THE BUILDING, in the 
planning 


stages since 1970, would house the village 
police department and three courtrooms, 
according to Hanson. Funds for the $2.5 
million estimated cost of the building 
would come from the rent the county 
pays for the present courtroom, the sale 
of bonds and the village utility tax. 


But, says Hanson, "even if we took 


bids today, we couldn't move in for two 
years." 


Until more court rooms can be pro- 


vided, Case says better administration 
may help the situation. "The judges are 
supposed to administrate their court- 
rooms and I think the answer is better 
administration. 


"They can rationalize all they want, 


but it's just a bad situation," he adds. 
"The defendants are entitled to a much 
quicker, expedient trial." 


Village street projects fail 
to ivin municipal group OK 
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Three proposed Wheeling street proj- 


ects have failed to get the endorsement 
of the Northwest Municipal Conference, 
and thus will not qualify for a new feder- 
al-funding program. 


Village officials, however, are trying to 


find out if there is any way to qualify for 
the federal funding without the confer- 
ence endorsement. 


"It would seem to me that we can still 


go in and ask," said Village Pres. 
George Passolt. 


The three proposed projects did not 


make a list of 10 priority improvements 
approved by the conference. Elk Grove 
Village Pres. Charles Zettek, chairman 
of the conference committee on the pro- 
gram, said Wheeling might be moved 
onto the list if other municipalities fail to 
take initiative on their 'approved proj- 
ects, 


ACCORDING TO Zettek, one Wheeling 


project 
was eliminated 
immediately 


since it cost under $50,000. The in- 
stallation of traffic signals at the inter- 
section of Elmhurst and McHenry roads 
was estimated to cost $38,000. 


"Any project that was estimated to 


cost $50,000 or less was struck," Zettek 


said. "Most certainly the community 
should be able to provide $50,000 or 
less." 


The more than 20 projects not ap- 


proved by the conference will be reconsi- 
dered, every three months. If municipal- 
ities approved by the conference fail to 
take action on their projects, a new proj- 
ect may be endorsed. 


Wheeling's proposed improvement of 


Manchester Drive, estimated at $120,068, 
and the widening of Wheeling Road, esti- 
mated at $301,950, may get conference 
endorsement if other communities fail to 
act. 


ZETTEK NOTED, however, that the 10 


projects approved by the conference al- 
ready exceed the $6 million available 
from the government under the Federal 
Aid Urban Systems program. He said the 
projects represent; about $16 million in 
construction and noted that the govern- 
ment's 70-30 funding plan will cover only 
about $9 million of work. 


According to Zettek, the conference 


chose the 10 projects based on numerous 
factors, including the number of acci- 
dents, traffic counts, safety and the abili- 
ty of the community to begin the project.

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How deeply should parents become involved? 
Four families take a look at their own, schools' roles

the person who needs correction, Suspen- 
sion really just means lost time," her 
husband soya. 


The Browns don't have an alternative 


to suspension and they don't think it's 
their job to come up with one. After all, 
the father says, the parents pay the sala- 
ries of school personnel through taxes. 
"They're the experts in education. It's 
their responsibility to come up with an- 
other answer."* 
* 
* 


THE JONESES also have several chil- 


dren. One of them is now in college, an- 
other recently dropped out of high 
school, tone's has been active in civic af- 
fairs for years and he still talks of ways 
to make his community a little better. 


Through the years Jones has seen his 


community change and some of the 
changes have embittered him. No one 
person, no one institution can solve the 
problems of young people, he says. He 
blames discipline problems in the high 
schools on what he calls the "breakdown 
of the community." 


He recalls his own boyhood. Then, he 


says, if a teenager got in trouble his 
teacher knew it, and his teacher knew 
his parents and his neighbors and the po- 
lice officer and the local doctor and the 
man he worked for after school. Today 
various parts of the community are iso- 
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lated from one another. The school, vil- 
lage, park district and police department 
all do their Jobs, but don't always work 
together. 


That may be because people feel more 


comfortable with the people they'work 
with than they do with their own neigh- 
bors, Jones says. "School professionals 
feel very comfortable with other school 
professionals," he says. "They come into 
the community, conduct classes and 
leave. Commitment to the community is 
zero — the commitment is to one small 
facet of the community." 


Discipline means helping students who 


are in trouble, Jones says. It's not the 
job of just the school, it's the job of the 
community. Just as a community can't 
be categorized, the problems of one teen- 
ager can't be categorized, he says. Dis- 
cipline can only be effective when the 
school works together with other parts of 
the community, he adds. Only then can 
schools begin to help teenagers in 
trouble. 


THE SMITHS feel that bringing up 


children, disciplining them and giving 
them values is the job of parents, not the 
school. Smith thinks the problems of 
young people are caused by a breakdown 
of the family unit. 
' 


The Smiths are active in school and 


community activities. They are proud of 
their children and they encourage them 
to come to them with their problems. 
The school day is often the main topic of 
conversation at the dinner table and the' 
father looks forward to driving his teen- 
age daughter to school activities 'because 
that's a time when they can talk. He 
beams when he talks about his son's first 


date and how 'he opened the car door for 
the girl when he took her home. 


Smith has confidence in his children 


and he feels he and his wife have done a 
good job* raising them. What worries him 
is the effect other students, who have not 
been so fortunate, will have on them dur- 
ing the school day. The breakdown of the 
family unit doesn't affect Just one fami- 
ly, it affects all families, he says. 


"There are many moms and dads that 


I know who don't even care where the 
high school is," Smith says. They don't 
know where their kids are most of.the 
time, and they don't participate with 
them in activities, the children do not 
•have to be home at any special time, and 
the teenagers have free access to ciga- 
rets and liquor in the home. 


These children are often the students 


who are discipline problems in school, 
says the parent. The.school should pro- 
vide these • students with special pro- 
grams and counseling if needed but the 
school can't be held responsible for mis- 
takes the family has made, he adds. 


Despite his fears that these teenagers 


"are going to have a dramatic influence 
on my kids" Smith says he would never 
tell his daughter how to pick her friends. 
"My children* have minds of their own 
and I think they should use them. All a 
good parent can do is give them some 
direction and hope for the best." 
* 
* 
* 


THE WILLIAMS think the schools in 


the Northwest suburbs are doing an ex- 
cellent job and they don't feel teenagers 
are nearly as bad as most people think. 
Kids who get into trouble get the- public- 
ity, Williams says, while little is written 


about good kids and good things the 
schools are doing for kids, 


The Williams live in a quiet neighbor- 


hood. Their well-kept home has the ele- 
gance of furniture that has been treas- 
ured for years. There is a large color 
photograph of their daughter in the 
room. She is their only child, a high 
sc^i senior fhis year. 


Before their daughter entered high 


school the Williams had little contact 
with teenagers, They remember then- 
fears. 


"We wondered how it would be," Wil- 


liams says. Other parents told them that 
teenagers can be rebellious. They read in 
the newspapers about teenagers who had 
gotten into trouble with the law. "It 
made you.wonder what it would be like 
when your turn came," he says._ 


Today they are active in- school activi- 


ties and have closer contact with more 
school officials and more teenagers than 
most parents. "Basically most of the 
kids are real good kids," Williams says, 
"they're respectful, polite, and good stu- 
dents." 


KIDS DON'T GET into any more 


trouble today than they did 20 years ago, 
he says. "There were problems years 
ago, too. Yod just didn't hear about it. 
We had the same mischievous ways 
aboout us that the kids do today." 


One difference might be drug use, Wil- 


liams says, but "I don't have any knowl- 
edge of it." He thinks the 'biggest differ- 
ence in youngsters today is they have 
cars. 


"I went to school during the Depres- 


sion. The opportunities for a good -educa- 
tion are much greater than when I was 


in school. We were lucky to have enough 
to put food on the table and a roof over 
our heads." 


It's up to the parents to get their chil- 


dren to take advantage of that education 
and to discipline their children, Williams 
says. Discipline is simply teaching some- 
one right from wrong, he says, and that's 
the job of the parents, not the school. 
The school's job is to educate, he says. 


If a parent doesn't live up to that 


responsibility, 
Williams says, "you 


have ,to fell sorry for the young 


person. It's no fault of theirs that their 
parents don't care for them." These stu- 
dents should have counseling in school, 
Williams says, but he cautions that "the 
school can't completely take the parents' 
place." Discipline has to come from the 
home, he says. "I don't think they'll 
learn it most other places. Teachers are 
too occupied with too many other things. 
The basic purpose of a school is to edu- 
cate."

MINIMUM WAGE: The minimum- 


wage bill, passed 375-37. 


The House bill will raise the minimum 


wage for most workers to $2.30 an hour 
on Jan. 1,1076, from the present level of 
$1.60. The hike comes after steps to $2.an 
hour one month alter enactment and 
$2.10 on Jan. 1.1975. 


The bill also extends first-time cov- 


erage to 7 million federal, state and mu- 
nicipal government workers, small retail 
chain store employes and certain agri- 
cultural employes. Such workers, how- 
ever, will get the minimum at a slower 
pace than the 50 million presently 
covered, with up to two-year delays for 
newly covered farm workers. 


Supporters of the bill argued that per-

WOMEN SOLDIERS: A bill to relieve 


manpower shortages in critical military 
positions, passed 237-97. The bill revamps 
the system of military bonuses to entice 
skilled persons. 


The Department of Defense requested 


the legislation, which now goes to confer- 
ence with the Senate. 


The measure was passed by 15 votes 


more tha^i the two-thirds majority re- 
quired under the terms of its consid- 
eration, "suspension of the rules."

We need local election control 


For many years, the Illinois leg- 


islature has been laboring to up- 
date its statute on the conduct of 
elections. 
Over a period of 10 


years, a document to replace the 
existing election code has been 
studied, drafted and redrafted. 


The Herald has been generally in 


favor of the various 
propositions 


which have emerged and we re- 
main in support of the document 
which may at last be headed for a 
final vote in the General Assembly 
next year. 


The long years of work on this 


proposal reflect not an absence of 
concern on the part of the legisla- 
ture, but rather a recognition of 
the multiple problems involved in 
all phases of national, state and lo- 
cal elections in Illinois. 


Prominent in the development of 


the current document has been 
S e n .

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should be made in the code before 
it is voted upon by the legislature. 


These hearings — notably the 


one held in Elk Grove' Village ear- 
lier this week — have brought forth 
some concerns from local elected 
officials which are worthy of con- 
sideration. 


Among the provisions of the bill 


is one that would make the county 
clerk the chief officer responsible 
for the conduct of all elections. We 
believe municipal and township of- 
ficials are correct in their judg- 
ment that this would be a detri- 
ment to local elections — especial- 
ly in Cook County. 


It makes more sense to have ei- 


ther the township or .municipal 
clerk the authority on elections for 
municipal governments, park dis- 
tricts, school districts and the my- 
riad of other governmental units 
which affect various communities 
throughout the state. 


In the past, we suggested that 


placing all these elections under a 
central authority, the county clerk, 
would reduce the "amateurism" 


frequently found in elections con- 
ducted by park and school adminis- 
trators who are generally not expe- 
rienced in election procedures. 
However, the argument that these 
elections should be kept "close to 
home" makes sense, and .placing 
them under the supervision of a 
single, capable municipal or town- 
ship authority should provide for 
the expertise which these govern- 
mental units need. 


Similarly, we have liked the idea 


of combining all elections into two 
voting days each year — one in the 
spring for primary elections, and 
one in the fall for the general elec- 
tion. 


But opponents of this concept of- 


fer a worthy objection — that com- 
bining local non-partisan elections 
with the state and national elec- 
tions based mostly on conflict be- 
tween the two major political par- 
ties will inject Republican-Demo- 
cratic issues into the choices of lo- 
cal school, park and library board 
members. 


We therefore agree with the idea 


that there be a separate election 
date established for local elections 
and another for state and national 
elections. 


We encourage Sen. .Regner and 


Sen. Nimrod to incorporate these 
changes'in the recommendations 
which they will make from the vol- 
, uminous testimony they have gath- 
ered from their public hearings, 
and we hope they are successful in 
their ambitions to see the new elec- 
tion code enacted early next year.

They emphatically op- 
posed it, claiming that our adminis- 
tration would lose $50,000, Well, I feel 
that Mr. Hendricks was using sound logic 
for, after checking the statistics from the 
1968, 1969, 1970 sales data, only about 
one-fourth of the purchasers took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to save $2.50.

Fewer book thefts 


The article in the March 13 Arlington 


Heights Herald concerning the recent in- 
ventory at the library neglected to men- 
tion one very important fact which' was 
in the written inventory report and also 
discussed at the board meeting. That 
fact .is that the inventory (admittedly 
only a sampling ^ but a good one) dis- 
closed that only one per cent of the books 
purchased during 1973 was missing. 
.The loss or theft of "any book is a dis- 
tressing thing, but an annual loss rate of 
one per cent among the newer books (al- 
ways the most popular and most heavily 
circulated) is certainly "tolerable" and 
would be no means justify adding ex- 
pensive detection equipment, which runs 
into many thousands of dollars, or addi- 
tional security guards. It should also be 
noted that many of the volumes repre- 
sented in the 18 per cent loss over seven 
years were titles we would not wish to 
replace in any event, since newer mate- 
rials have become available. 


A minor quibble: I doubt very'much 


that I said "I don't think that this (loss) 
is unfortunate ..." Of course I think it's 
unfortunate, and no librarian can afford 
to be complacent about thefts. We will 
continue to explore beetter methods to 
protect our materials from that very 
small percentage of dishonest and selfish 
users who resort to such.methods to sat- 
isfy their personal needs.

Wallace 'an outsider*

WASHINGTON - George C. Wallace is 


off and running for a third term as gov- 
ernor of Alabama — and undoubtedly for 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 
The question is whether he is serious 
about the White House or merely seeking 
to influence Democratic policies. 


The latter possibility has to be given 


considerable weight considering the polit- 
ical obstacles in the governor's way. 


Wallace has the. support of many mil- 


lions of Americans who like his un- 
complicated approach to national prob- 
lems, not realizing the .tugging and haul- 
ing that invariably goes into getting the 
administration and Congress to agree on 
solutions. 


But if he is serious about the presiden- 


cy, his problem is how to win acceptance 
from a Democratic Party that seems 
ready, willing and eager to hand its 1976 
nomination to Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
if only the Massachusetts Senator will 
take it. 


Despite Kennedy's trip to Alabama to 


appear wilh Wallace on a speaker's plat- 
form, there is an unreconcilable gap be- 
tween their political phEosophies. And 
while the current crop of Democratic 
power brokers might accept Kennedy, it 
is difficult to see how they ever could 
agree to Wallace. 


Included in that category are Sens. 


George McGovern of South Dakota, the 
party's 1972 standard bearer; Edmund S. 
MusMe of Maine and Walter F. Mondale 
of Minnestoa, all in the party's liberal 
spectrum. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washington 


says he would welcome Wallace in sec- 
ond spot on his own presidential ticket — 
but would he accept the reverse? More- 
over, Jackson and Wallace both are like- 
ly to be courting conservative Democrats 
in the 1976 primaries, which could plunge 
them into some head-to-bead conflicts. 


Given all this, it is difficult to see how 


Wallace entertains any real hope of win- 
ning the nomination. More likely, the 
governor hopes to win enough delegates 
in the primaries and sew up enough 
more at state conventions to act as a 
power broker in deciding the eventual 
nominee. 


In that case, provided they emerge 


from the primaries without serious 
scars, Jackson well could be Wallace's 
choice. Jackson is more liberal than 
Wallace on domestic issues but they 
agree on a strong national defense and a 
forceful U.S. foreign policy role. 


Wallace added some credence to the 


theory that he is more interested in 
changing the Democratic party than he 
is in getting the presidency when he 
kicked off Ms campaign for a third term 
as governor in Greenville, Ala. 


He urged Alabama voters to send the 


national party a message "loud and 
clear that times are going to change. 
You will send a message to the national 
Democratic party that it had better come 
back to the middle of the road and start 
talking common sense." (UPD

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Epilepsy is no reason 
for job discrimination 


Last year 1 met a veteran 1 assume to 


be 25 years old (more or less). He lives 
In another state. I've never seen the 
young man. He Is an epileptic. Having 
lost an only son in service, I became in- 
terested in his case. I advised him last 
year that I thought the seizures could be 
controlled, If the proper medicine was 
taken. 1 heard from him again this 
Christmas. He says he Is doing One and 
has had no more seizures. 


I am angered In this way. He has had 


two pretty good Jobs, and would rather 
not have welfare. But, as soon as his em- 
ployer finds out of his condition, he is 
released from his job. 


Would you please comment on epilep- 


sy? What causes it? Can there be a good 
future for him? What kind of work would 
to more suitable? I Imagine he will need 
training, I am sure God loves this young 
man and feel 1974 will be a better year 
for him, especially since his seizures 
have been controlled. 


Whether God loves this young man or 


not, It sounds like you do. He Is most 
fortunate to have someone like you for a 
friend. 


It depresses me to see anyone dis- 


criminated against because of a medical 
problem. Of course, there are circum- 
stances where a person can't work at 
some jobs because of the danger to his 
own health or to others. But, there are so 
many job situations where this doesn't 
apply. Often the medically handicapped 
individual's greatest obstacle to a good 
life is the ignorance and prejudicial atti- 
tude of many members of our society. 


Epilepsy can be a handicap, but it de- 


pends entirely upon how severe the prob- 
lem is and how well controlled it is. You 
are right, most cases can be managed so 
that seizures are rare, If they occur at 
all. There are even new methods which 
show promising results of controlling or 
preventing a seizure by electrical means. 


Let me say at once that many qualified 


people have had epilepsy. Both Julius 
Caesar and Alexander the Great had this 
problem, Need I say more? If this man's 
problem is well controlled, he could do 
any number of jobs, from manual labor 
to executive positions that he might be 
(liialified for. He could enter the health 
field, law, teaching, farming or just 
about anything. 


BECAUSE OF THE uncertainty of a 


seizure and the safety factors involved, it 
would be unwise to attempt to hold a job 
as a pilot or a bus driver, or similar 
occupation. 


The cause of epilepsy in most cases Is 


unknown. The mechanism is that a spot 
in the brain is capable of giving off large 
voltage discharges, When this happens, It 
is like having an electrical storm In the 
brain. The various regions of the brain 
are stimulated In an Irregular fashion. 
This stimulates the cells that cause the 
arms, legs and other muscles to con- 
tract, causing the convulsion.

Duchamp: Jack-of-all-trades artist 


The Bride Stripped Bare by Her Bachelors 


Medley

Marcel Duchamp is sometimes re- 


ferred to as a "jack-of-all-trades" artist. 
No title is more appropriate. 


The French artist, whose early works 


were fauvist and postimpressionistdc in 
nature, passed through a period of cubis- 
tic experimentation and finally gave up 
painting altogether for quick, impulsive 
"Readymades" that were, for the most 
part, store-bought items appealing to his 
fancy. 


The soft, muted oil of two serious chess 


players contrasts sharply with a urinal 
turned upside down and labeled "The 
Fountain." Seemingly they have nothing 
in common except Duchamp himself. 


TO BE SURE, there is sc-metjhirig for' 


everyone in the retrospective exhibition 
of Marcel'Duchamp now at the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, something for both the 
avant-garde and -the conservative, the 
traditionalist and the experimentalist.

Though Duchamp lived a long produc- 


tive life, dying in 1968 at the age of 81, it 
is unusual that one man contributed to so 
many different areas of art. He is also 
credited with setting both a pace and di- 
rection for the future of modern art. 


Comprised of approximately 300 ob- 


jects, the show covers the entire range of 
Duchamp's artistic output from his early 
paintings of 1904 to projects in which he 
was involved immediately prior to his 
death. 


Duchamp is purported to have said, "I 


never want to repeat myself." 


Though he much admired the work of 


Matisse, and his own career in the very 
beginning followed a postimpressionist 
pattern,' he has' no desire, to "copy 
scenes," what he called "retinal paint- 
ing." 


AND FOLLOWING a fling with cubism 


at which time his most famous painting 
was completed, "Nude Descending a 
Staircase," Duchamp gave up con- 
ventional painting altogether. 


"I have not stopped painting. Every 


picture has to exist in the mind before it 
is put on canvas, and it always loses 
something when it is turned into paint. I 
prefer to see my pictures without the 
muddying." 


"The Bride Stripped Bare by Her 


Bachelors," one of his major works on 
which he toiled from 1915-1923 and finally 
abandoned unfinished, instilled his con- 
viction that art can be made out of any- 
thing. 


This thinking was closely followed by a 


philosophy behind his Readymades ... 
just what does constitute art? 


Whether or not one agrees'with exhib- 


iting a typewriter cover, a shovel, a 
cheap calendar, or a reproduction of the 
Mona Lisa with moustache and goatee, 
one can still admire Duchamp's in- 


fluence on the contemporary artistic 
scene. 


And because of his great influence on 


today's art innovations, a separate exhi- 
bition, "Ideas and Image in Recent Art," 
featuring 45 works of the last 15 years 
relating to the ideas and work of Marcel 
Duchamp, is currently shown in con- 
junction with the Duchamp retrospective. 


A TOTAL OF 22 artists are represent- 


ed, including Jasper Johns, Andy War- 
hol, Robert Rauschenberg and Roy Lich- 
ten stein. 


A n n e Rorimer, assistant curator, 


twentieth century painting and sculpture, 
who organized the exhibit comments, 
"With the development in art since the 
late 1950s, the traditional categories of 
painting and sculpture have been either 
fused or expanded, redefined or aban- 
doned. The limitation imposed on art by 
these age-old formats were first calcu- 
latedly questioned by Marcel Duchamp. 


"The artists in this exhibition continue 


to redefine and question the nature of art 
and what it can be, how it can be made, 
in what materials and by what means. 


"Whether or not all or some of the art- 


ists in this exhibition can be linked 
directly or indirectly to Duchamp's 
ideas, is not as important as the fact that 
because of Duchamp's history, they are 
allowed a history of their own." 


THOUGH MUCH OF Duchamp's work 


does not, personally excite me, I still ad- 
m i r e the 
French artist's uncon-» 


ventionalism, his imaginative urge and 
need to experiment. His contribution is to 
the broad spectrum of art rather than 
one special area such as painting. 


And surely those who aren't already 


familiar with his work will, after view- 
ing the exhibit, come away with 'a strong 
impression whether it be^ positive or 
negative.

You may never have heard of the St. 


Clair brothers, but they are very big in 
Elwoocl. Ind. You say you've never heard 
of Elwood, Ind.? Well. Elwood is only 10 
miles from Greerttown. Ind., and Green- 
town, to antiques buffs, collectors of 
glass, particularly, is like Mecca to Mos- 
lems 
There, for a very short period 


around the turn of the century, the In- 
diana Tumbler and Goblet Co. made 
seme of the most unusual and attractive 
pressed glass products ever turned out in 
this country, all of which command high 
prices today. 


In nearby Elwood, the St. Clair broth- 


ers, and their father before them, have 
been in the glass paperweight business 
for years, and during the past few years 
have also made Greentown reproduc- 
tions IE It hadn't been for the St. Clalr 
repros, I think most flea markets would 
go out of business, for these products are 
a great deal of the stock in trade. 


A R 0 t' N D THE MIDWEST, most 


people recognize St. Clalr products, but 
out Ea< for instance, It is often con- 
fused with the original Greentown and Is 
labeled as such by the dealers. For in- 
stance, the "Holly Amber" 
tumbler, 


shown in the center of the back row 
above. "Hotly Amber," or more cor- 
rectly. "Golden Agate." was a product of 
the Greentown factory and was made for 
six months only, from January to June, 
1903. Amber colored, the glass was re- 
heated to make parts of It appear opales- 
cent, and a band of holly leaves is part 
of the pressed pattern, 


"Golden Agate," being so rare, is now 


designated in the art glass category. 
Many pieces donated by residents of the 
area are exhibited tin the Greentown Mu- 
seum, which Is open to the public, and is 
a jewel of a place for antique glass 
lovers to visit. Also in the museum are 
rmny examples of another 
famous 


Greentown type, chocolate slag, as well 
as thousands of pieces of clear and color- 
ed, pressed pattern glasses. 


THIS TUMBLER SHOWN, which is a 


St. Clair reproduction of the. Greentown 
"Golden Aeate." can be told from the 
original by the holly berries. This repro- 
duction by St. Clalr has single berries,

while the original Greentown pieces have 
clusters of three berries each. A fine 
point, but it makes the difference be- 
tween a value of about $25 for a repro to 
about $300 for an original. I have seen 
these reproduction tumblers under glass 
domes on dealers' shelves, revered be- 
cause they thought they had the elusive 
real thing and didn't know about St. 
Clair. 


Pictured with the paperweight and 


tumbler are St. Clair reproductions of 
toothpick holders. Left to right they in- 
clude a chocolate slag holly toothpick, a " 
custard Inverted Fan and Feather tooth- 
pick,' a pink slag Fan and Feather tooth- 
pick and a chocolate slag dog head tooth- 
pick, The pink slag is something of a 
mystery; so far it has not been pinned 
down to any particular factory, although 
some writers think It was also made at 
Greentown. The St. Clair pink slag, such 
as the one shown, varies from deep pur- 
ply pink to pale flesh color, depending 
upon the particular batch of glass. Once 
again, a reproduction toothpick holder 
should fetch about $25, but an original 
would be worth about $400. 


THE PAPERWEIGHT shown is an old- 


er St. Clalr piece, made about 1950, and 
it has a paper label on the bottom. Pa- 
perweights are St. Clair's main product 
today.

In the late loth Century a deadlocked 


College of Cardinals compromised on an 
obscure cardinal from Spain to be the 
new pope. His main qualification was ill 
health, assuring a short tenure. 


The Pope did die promptly but not be- 


fore hid son. Rodrigo Borgia of Valencia, 
had secured a power base that eventual- 
ly led to his election as Pope Alexander 
VI. 


As a cardinal Rodrigo had sired four 


children, Including Lucrezla and Cesare, 
whose violent plots and amoral behavior 
forever darkened their names. 


Cesare. with his ceaseless warring and 


assassinations, appalled the Italians and 
sometimes even his father, the Pope. Al- 
exander doted on Lucrezla, despite her 
penchant for shedding husbands, some- 
times by lethal means. 


Her first marriage was declared in- 


valid on grounds of impotency, and she 
was ruled "virgo intacta" although she 
was six months pregnant at the time.

deep affection with Cesare. They also 
shared debaucheries — the public cou- 
pling of So Roman prostitutes with 50 
Vatican servants for prizes.

really nice music. Her new album, "Let 
Me in Your Life" (Atlantic records), is a 
fine ballad album, keenly produced by 
her, Jerry Wexler and Arif Mardin. 


There is almost no trace of the over- 


production that marred her last album, 
"Hey, Hey, Hey" (also Atlantic). There 
is not even an overabundance of the 
brash funk that pervades rhythm and 
blues music these days. Instead, the al- 
bum's prime emphasis is'on Miss Frank- 
lin's voice, and it is as strong as ever 
when a song calls for strength. 


For a start, there.is her version of 


Stevie Wonder's "Until .You Come Back 
to Me," which is also her current single. 
The song is just enough uptempo to 
d e l i g h t . Similarly, "Every Natural 
Thing" chugs along at a goodly pace. 


The best vocal is saved for a wow ver- 


sion of Nick Ashford and Valorie Simp- 
son's "Ain't Nothing Like the Real 
Thing." Her version of "A Song for You" 
(probably THE song for which Leon Rus- 
sell will be remembered) is interesting 
also. 


The album's only failure is "I'm in 


Love," on which her voice seems to get 
covered by the music and background 
vocals. 


H a v i n g left behind the charged 


rock/soul vocals that brought her fame 
in the Sixties, Miss Franklin seems to be 
perfecting her ballad style. Rock fans 
may be disappointed in this album, but 
lovers of well done, popular music will 
rejoice.

Rock seemingly has been waiting for 


something new the last two years or so. 
Limited tries at shock rock, perverted 
rock and the like seem not to have 
caught on with the public's fancy.

'"Loud 'N' Proud" (A&M records)'is 


Nazareth's fourth album. Side one starts 
off fast with the driving beat of "Go 
Down Fighting," one of the band's origi- 
nal tunes. In the songs that follow, one 
hears sounds that remind of Led Zeppe- 
lin, 
Black Oak Arkansas 
and Deep 


Purple. 


The best "trick" — a song that you'd 


not expect a heavy metal band to even 
try — is a great rock version of Joni 
Mitchell's "This Flight Tonight." The 
tremendous guitar work oa this cut alone 
makes the album worth a listen. The oth- 
er trick, Bob Dylan's "The Ballad of Hol- 
lis Brown," does not work as well. The 
vocal is too strained and the song is too 
drawn out. 


"The Machine That Cried" (The Great 


Charisma Label) is the second album for 
this group and its startling sound. The 
first album, "String Driven Thing," 
rocked more with songs like "Jack Dia- 
mond" and "My Real Hero." The new 
album seems more restrained. Still the 
title track and "People on the Street" 
are good examples of what the band can 
accomplish. 


As with most groups on the Charisma 


label, the band favors the abstract in its 
sometimes "talky" lyrics.

Easy-growing gladiolus 
brighten gardens all season

Home gardeners in 
ever-increasing 


numbers are discovering what easy-to- 
grow gladiolus can do for their gardens. 
In addition to providing cutflowers for in- 
door decoration, glads will bring dramat- 
ic color and beauty to a variety of gar- 
den settings. 


They are especially effective when 


planted among contrasting kinds of flow- 
ers, in full beds by themselves or in bold 
clumps in open areas. 


Heading the list of new and better 


glads are the 1974 All-America winners, 
Fire Chief and Navy Blue. Fire Chief is a 
tall, brilliant fire-engine red; Navy Blue, 
a deep, velvety violet-blue. Like Fire 
Chief, Navy Blue is a strong, robust 
grower. 


Other very popular All-Americas are 


Big Daddy, rich creamy peach color, tal- 
lest and biggest of all glads; Mexicali 
Rose, medium shade of rose with a silver 
picotee on each petal; Brightside, an ex- 
tra fancy miniature with a clear bright 
yellow flower surrounded by a prominent 
orange-red edging; Miss America, stun- 
ning highly ruffled deep pink; Cascade, 
pure white; Bluebird, bright blue min- 
iature; Anniversary, huge recurved lav- 
ender; Limelight, greenish-yellow; Or- 
ange Chiffon, dramatic rich orange, and 
Cameo, a peaches-and-cream color. All 
of these are easy to grow and will bring 
sparkling color to your garden. 


In planning your glad garden, several 


things must be kept in mind. 


First, if you haven't ordered your gla- 


diolus corms, commonly called bulbs, 
place your order without delay. The All- 
America award winners are sold by 
many of the leading mail order cata- 
logue firms and by local garden supply 
stores. There's still time to get them if 
you act now. 


Second, as soon as you can in the 


spring, plant bulbs when the trees are 
leafing out or a little earlier. For flowers 
all summer plant every 10 days. The last 
planting should be made about 90 days 
before the first killing frost. 


Third, plant anywhere where there is 


full sunlight most of the day in a row or 
bed. Avoid planting close to buildings or 
trees. Plant a few rows of glads in your 
vegetable garden — they will add beauty 
to this spot and at the same time provide 
a cutting patch for indoor decoration. 


Fourth, plant large bulbs four or five 


inches deep and four to six inches apart, 
further apart if you are growing for exhi- 
bition. 


Fifth, keep well cultivated and weeded. 


Don't cultivate too deep and damage 
the root system. Use lots of water if the 
drainage is good. Beginning with the 
three to four leaf stage, deep soak the 
plants at lease once a week unless there 
is an inch of rain. 


If your soil is fairly rich, your glads 


may not need any extra fertilizer. How- 
ever, most gardeners like to make a 
light application at planting time. A side 
dressing when the plants are in the fifth 
leaf stage will give good results. A cupful 


of 6-12-12 or similar analysis scattered on 
top of the ground for 25 feet of row is 
sufficient. Don't let it come in contact 
with the corms or foliage. Give the 
plants a good soaking immediately after 
a side dressing. 


Since thrips and aphids are often pre- 


sent on many kinds of plants and weeds, 
it pays to spray or dust the plants every 
week. Ask your dealer to recommend a 
spray or dust. 


Lastly, when cutting, leave four leaves 


on the plant to mature the conn. 


If left to bloom in the garden, keep the 


old flowers picked off the spikes. Wheth- 
er cut or left to bloom, the flowers will 
usually open to the tip of the spikes. 
Each spike will provide a ribbon of color, 
often lasting a week or more as the 
buds open. 


Enjoy lettuce all year 


Apartment dwellers, or anyone who en- 


joys a good fresh salad will find that leaf 
lettuce makes a lush green houseplant. 
Plant a few seeds in an 8-inch clay pot 
with pebbles placed in the bottom for 
good drainage. The clay pot can be dis- 
guised jn a jardiniere if you wish. When 
the seeds have sprouted, thin to the 
strongest plant. Keep the pot near a win- 
dow, 
water and fertilize about once a 


week.' Your attractive houseplant will 
double as a fresh green salad about once 
every three weeks all winter long! 


VERSATILE VERMICULITE is as important to a gardener 
as thread is to a seamstress. It can be used to convert 
hard, compacted soil to better producing earth, to start 
house plant cuttings or to provide growing tulips, dahl- 


ias and other tuberous-rooted plants with a conditioned 
soil. The ideal medium •for bulbs is a mixture of one part 
soil to one part vermiculite. 


Vermiculite works ivonders 
for house and garden plants 


If you've done any gardening at all, 


chances are you've at least heard of ver- 
miculite. You probably know that it's a 
mineral with a close resemblance to 
mica and has some rather remarkable 
physical properties. 


But unless you've actually used it, you 


have some pleasant discoveries ahead 
about the versatility of vermiculito as an 
all-around 
aid 
to growing anything 


green. 


If, for example, your only available 


ground area for a garden plot is cur- 
rently far closer in consistency to hard- 
pan than it is to rich, brown topsoil, ver- 
miculite can save the day. 


Dig up the hard, compacted soil and 


combine it with liberal amounts of ver- 
miculite, mixing thoroughly. Recom- 
mended ratio is two parts soil to one part 
vermiculite. The mineral granules break 
up and aerate the ground, allowing max- 
imum penetration by air, moisture and 
nutrients. The restructured soil also 
makes it easier for roots to develop and 
offers minimal resistance to emergent 
seedlings. 


Vermiculite has a whole bouquet of 


other around-the-garden uses, too. For 
example, vermiculite is an ideal starting 
medium for house plant cuttings — in- 
c h i d i n g African violets, carnations, 
mums and many more. The vermiculite 
particles are clean and sterile, which 
safeguards plants from disease. They are 
light and porous, encouraging free root 
growth. 


The mineral has the unique ability to 


soak up moisture like a sponge, releasing 
it as needed while the new plants form 
their root systems. 


A one to one mix of soil and vermicu- 


lite makes a great bed for transplanting 
seedlings and cuttings outdoors once the 
roots are formed, Horticulturalists rec- 
ommend using a rake or hoe to work the 
soil down to a depth of four to six inches 
while blending in the vermiculite thor- 
oughly. Once the plants are set out, soak 
the soil with plenty of water. With nor- 
mol care the young plants will thrive, 
and should outgrow comparable trans- 
plants in unconditioned soil. 


For similar reasons, a soil-vermiculite 


mix does wonders for bulbs and shrubs. 
Again, blend one part soil with one part 
vermiculite. For bulbs, fill the hole with 
the mix to the recommended depth for 
the species you're planting. Place the 
bulb and cover it with more of the mix- 
ture. Then water thoroughly. A similar 
procedure is recommended for condi- 
tioning soil around the root ball of a 
shrub, 


Vermiculite is also suggested for stor- 


ing bulbs and root crops after the grow- 


ing season. Put them in boxes between 
layers of plain vermiculite, using no soil 
this time, and keep them in a cool; 
place — preferably between 45 and 55 
degrees. The vermiculite insulates them 
against temperature fluctuations and 
being moisture-absorbent, keeps them 


safely dry. 


Versatile, vital vermiculite has many 


other horticultural uses. As a base for 
floral arrangements, it keeps flowers 
moist and fresh far longer. Outdoors, it's 
a superb winter or summer mulch for 
roses, shrubs and other perennials.

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Controversy surrounds organic gardening issue 


Vegetable gardening in the'home yard 


is a hobby of ever growing popularity. 
There is at present an increasing Interest 
In growing vegetables under so-called or- 
ganic gardening conditions to produce 
natural foods. 


There Is also considerable difference of 


opinion among organic gardeners as to 
what the necessary soil conditions are 
that must be attained and the practices 
that must be employed before a garden 
can truly be considered organic and the 
vegetables natural. 


Professionals In agricultural research 


are constantly facing the question, "Why 
isn't more time, money and effort being 
expended Into research on non-chemical 
and non-pesticide vegetable production, 
especially for the home gardener?" 


Recently, national newspapers have 


given prominent attention to articles by 
environment-oriented persons or un- 
biased public interest investigations into 
the money spent for research on pesti- 
cide-oriented research and agricultural

noise

research directed principally at improv- 
ing the income of the large commercial 
producer. 


Over the past 25 years, pest manage- 


ment programs have developed so that 
the commercial producer and the home 
gardener can produce attractive, pest 
free, nutritious vegetables. This has been 
accomplished with adapted varieties, 
proper plant nutrition, disease resistant 
varieties, crop rotation, nematicides and 
pesticides, all outgrowths of agricultural 
research. 


The consumer repeatedly demands 


pest-free produce. Now, however, a 
small number of consumers are appar- 
ently less concerned with the appearance 
of vegetables than the knowledge that no 
pesticides or man made agricultural 
chemicals have been used in their pro- 
duction 


The population of the U S. is approxi- 


mately 206 million and at last count, 
slightly over 800,000 citizens are reported 
to have an active interest in the organic 
movement. The magazine, "Organic 
Gardening and Farming" has reported 
that they have a readership of 700,000. 


A comparison was conducted in 1971 at 


the Plant Pathology and Physiology Re- 
search Station at Chatham, Va. to test 
the following hypothesis: "Can vege-

tables be raised as successfully with ani- 
mal manure and no pesticides as is pos- 
sible with chemical fertilizer and pesti- 
cides?" 


Under the conditions of the 1971 test, 


the answer was no. Many citizens both in 
Virginia and other states' and countries 
who read the results questioned the 
methods and the purpose. Yields in the 
g a r d e n that received only animal 
manure were lower because of disease 
infection, insect damage and the avail- 


ability of nutrients even though equal 
amounts of N, P and K as used on the 
chemically fertilized garden were ap- 
plied. 


A similar test was conducted in 1972 to 


eliminate the possibility that the results 
were influenced by weather and environ- 
ment rather than the chemicals used. 
Suggestions were proffered by the editor 
of the magazine, "Organic Gardening 
and Farming" and the "Organic Living 
Society of Northern Virginia." 


As the Virginia organization was a 


home based one, certain suggestions 
where it was considered practical were 
incorporated into the "organic garden." 
Two locations were selected to make the 
same comparison of vegetable varieties, 
type of animal and chemical fertilizer, 
sawdust to condition the soil and pesti- 
cides to control the insects and prevent 


disease damage Agan, under the condi- 
tions of the test conducted in 1972 at two 
locations, lower yields, lower quality and 
higher cost of production resulted with 
so-called organic culture than with mod- 
ern agricultural chemicals. Additional 
studies are in progress to determine nu- 
tritive content of tomatoes and possible 
pesticide residues 


Transplants off to fast start 


adviser 


Your vegetable transplants will get off 


to a fast start with a good starter fertili- 
zer, says W. E Schmidt, extension ad- 
viser at the DuPage County Cooperative 
Extension Service. 


Schmidt suggests a fertilizer high in 


phosphorous and completely soluble in 
water such as 10-52-17. Other high-phos- 
phorus, water-soluble fertilizers avail- 
able at garden centers are also satisfac- 
tory, he says. 


Mix about two tablespoons of the wa- 


ter-soluble fertilizer in a gallon of wbfcr 
and place one cup of the solution around 
the roots of each transplant. 


If no starter fertilizer is available, mix 


a cup of 0-45-0 or a similar fertilizer with 
12 quarts of water. Stir the mixture to 
keep the fertilizer from settling. Place 


one cup of the solution around the roots 
of each transplant. 


Water-soluble fertilizers have greater 


initial availability and contain lower lev- 
els of harmful salts, however, Schmidt 
says. 


Supplemental phosphorous is essential 


for root development of transplants when 
they are moved to cool soils. Water-so- 
luble fertilizers are usually too expensive 
for field use and are for special uses 
only, he adds. 


Unless your soil test indicates any ad- 


ditional fertilizer, it is often better not to 
do any more fertilizing during the grow- 
ing season Too much fertilizer especial- 
ly at bloom and fruit setting time will 
often reduce flower and fruit production. 
What you get instead is a plant full of 
nice foliage and little if any vegetables.

It's some kind of madness that breaks 


out in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. every year 
and it's known as the Japanese Tomato 
Ring fever. Here's the story 


We know backyards in Tokyo are very 


small. Perhaps that's the reason behind 
the invention of the Japanese Tomato 
Ring. The idea is to get an awful lot — 
say, 200 pounds or more — of the highest 
grade tomatoes from a very small space. 
And not all at once either. 


We'll leave it up to you to decide with 


your nurseryman the best type of climb- 
ing tomato for your area — never a 
ground or free-standing type! But to get 
results, follow these rules. 


Empty the trunk in your car and head 


for the nearest lumber yard or hardware 
store What you want is exactly 14 feet of 
cheap fencing, that welded kind with 
two-by-four inch rectangular openings It 
won't cost much. Also, buy 14 feet of 
aluminum or plastic screening of 24-inch 
width. Now go to your favorite nursery, 
garden store or wherever you buy your 
supplies of this sort and purchase two 50- 
pound bags of pulverized (not com- 
posted) cow manure and a six cubic foot 
bag of peat moss. 


Discover a fairly dry and sunny area 


you can spare in your garden Make a 
seven-foot circle Turn the soil for about 
six inches down. That's seven feet in 
diameter or a little more."You don't have 
to be too exact. 


Make a circle of slightly less than five 


feet in diameter with the fencing The 
slightly overlapping ends can be held to- 
gether with wire or even paper clips The 
five-foot circle now goes dead center in 
the seven-foot circle. The screening is 
placed inside the five-foot circle, at the 
bottom of the circle. 


Now you have a choice, but a little cow 


manure and peat moss should be put 
aside. All the rest, a third of peat moss, 
a third of manure and a third of your 
backyard soil is mixed into one pile. An- 
other way is to put a layer of a half of 
the manure on hand in the 'circle, follow 
with a half of the peat moss and then 
with a half of the soil. Then repeat and 
you'll have sort of a six-layered cake. 
That's inside the circle with the fencing 
holding it in Don't expect it to go much 
higher than ten inches of the screening 
(You 
can build it higher in years to 


come). 


We advised saving a small amount of 


the manure and peat moss. This is now 
worked into the cleared soil outside the 
ring, which should be about a foot wide. 


Now you're ready and we hope it's that 


time of the year when your nurseryman 
has his first tomato plants coming in — 
but you can plant them any time later 
when the first frost is safely off. To- 
matoes take an average of 90 days to 
produce ripe fruit. 


We're going to let you in on a very 


important secret. Farmers often first 
"starve" their plants to get best produc- 
tion. A tomato plant has a singular habit 
to reacting to stimulation — and knowing 
this decides the crop you're going to get. 
If overfed, it goes on keeping to its ve- 
getative (growing) stage instead of at a 
normal time of life turning reproductive 
as it should. You've seen those pictures 
of plants that reach the second story. 


Horrors' It's not big plants but a lot of 
tomatoes you want So don't let this tem- 
peramental fellow do you wrong 


The idea is to hardly feed a tomato 


plant at all until it reaches the stage of 
blossoming, the stage of reproduction for 
which its life was rightly intended. Use 
fertilizer sparingly at first A teaspoon 
per plant each two weeks until blossoms 
show is enough 


As for the plants, talk it over with your 


nurseryman Four plants equal distant 
around the outside of the circle is enough 
for all the tomatoes you and your neigh- 
bors will ever want. But if you want to 
be a hog, go ahead and plant six 


A good idea is to put a heavy mulch on 


the top of that very rich soil inside the 
ring Then you won't have to bother with 
weeds Fallen needles of a handy pine 
tree do a really excellent job 


There are many ways to get more to- 


matoes. Stagger the first planting (after 
frost or whenever you begin) with two or 
three at the start and then two or three 
taore between them, six weeks later. And 
if you plant all at once, don't forget to 
plant again m mid-season. The stagger- 
planting plan aiso works toward multiple 
crops with replanting. 


Birds and tomatoes, of course, have an 


affinity Best known way to combat this 
is to pick your tomatoes when the first 
flush comes into them, something of a 
white streak. 
(You'll become expert 


quickly ) then ripen them on the window- 
sill or in a bag if you're in a hurry An- 
other way is to toss some kind of meSh 
net you make over the ring. 


Count on your tomato plants showing 


notches out of their leaves or holes in 
them. This means worms or caterpillars, 
the kind moths bring. The only answer is 
seven at the first sign. Your chance of a 
full crop without spraying quickly is 
slim 


Otherwise you'll have little trouble be- 


cause this is a sturdy grower, and 
this way you'll have tomatoes and to- 
matoes and tomatoes and wonder how so 
little space could produce so many The 
secret is inside that ring 


And think1 You've paid about all your 


dues for years to come. Use the Japa- 
nese Tomato Ring over and over again 
year after year — and all you need do is 
recharge that mixture in the center with 
more dried manure Copyright 1973, Or- 
tho Division, Chevron Chemical Com- 
pany.

Battles pollution 


Healthy, green, vigorous grass in home 


lawns, parks and roadsides wages an ef- 
fective, silent battle against all major 
forms of environmental pollution, accord- 
ing to turf grass researchers at many 
land-grant universities. 


THE CRABAPPLE is a large, wide spreading type of 
tree that is grown ornamentally for beautiful blossoms. 
A popular variety of crabapple is Eleyi, which grows as 


tall as 18 to 20 feet, has red flowers, purplish-red fo- 
liage and pears red fruit in lafe summer1. 


Propagating house plants can be done several ways 


Numerous techniques can be used to 


propagate house plants. Many plants can 
be inci eased in number by leaf or stem 
cuttings, some plants require division 
says James E Schuster, extension ad- 
viser in horticulture at the DuPage Coun- 
ty Cooperative Extension Service office 
ill Wheaton 


• A cutting is that part of the plant 
which can produce roots and develop a 
new plant. Stem cuttings are made by 
using a sharp knife and removing three 
to four inches of the terminal growth 
slightly below a node. Some common 
plants which may be started In this man- 
ner ate the coleus. ivy, geranium, 
begonia and many of the plillodendrons. 


- Plants that are commonly started by 
using only a small part of the leaf are 
the sansevierla and Rex begonia. Leaf 


petiole or stem cuttings are used to begin handful of moistened spaghnum moss 
African violets, gloxinias and peper- 
omias. 


In addition to these methods sanser- 


vlerias and African violets may be in- 
creased by dividing the plant. A mixture 
of half sand and half peat moss is a good 
rooting medium for use in homes. Ver- 
miculite or perlite also can be used for 
rooting cuttings. 
,, 


Large growing plants such as Dumb- 


cane, Cut Leaf Philodendron, Rubber 
Plant, Croton, and Dracaena often lose 
their lower leaves, and become tall and 
ungainly. These plants can be restarted 
by a process called air layering. 


Five to seven inches below the lowest 


leaf, make a one or two inch vertical cut 
half way through the stem. Keep this cut 
open by inserting a small piece of wood 
such as a match stick, Place a large 


around this portion of the stem and tie it 
with string. Then take a layer of pol- 
yethylene (bag used to package fresh 
vegetables) and wrap it around the moss 
to make it air tight. 


Within a few weeks roots will begin to 


develop in the cut. When they are at 


least one inch long, remove the polyethy- 
lene and cut the plant off below the new 
root system. Pot the new plant in the 
recommended soil mixture. 


Often, the remaining lower stem can 


be kept and will sprout new leaves many 
times developing into a branches rather 
than single-stem tree says Schuster. 


USDA issues bonsai guidebook

One summer day I was drenching the 


tuberous begonias with a hose spray gun 
when a neighbor who is an organic gar- 
dening zealot came by. 
" ''What kind of poison are you spraying 
oil your plants today?" she demanded. 
' "It's not poison," I told her. "I'm leaf 
feeding them," 


"Well, if it's chemical, it's poison," she 


insisted 


' They thrive on it. Look at their leaves 


and blossoms." 


"You're poisoning the soil and killing 


the earthworms," she warned. "Next 
year you U see." 


Well. I'm a nature boy who wouldn't 


harm an earthworm (except maybe to 
cntch a fish) so I turned off the hose 
spray gun and produced the bottle from 
which I had poured the plant nutrient. 


"Let's read the label," I suggested. 
It said that, in addition to trace ele- 


ments such as iron, zinc, manganese, 
which possibly do rate as organics, the 
principal ingredient was fish oil from 
which the perfume had been removed. 
My neighbor felt better and went happily 
on her way while I resumed the leaf 
feeding. 


Following the incident I sent for bulle- 


11 n s from several agricultural ex- 
periment stations and began boning up 
on plant nutrients. What the authorities 
had to say was revealing. 


One significant item was that when I 


fed my plants organic food, such as 
manure of lead mold, the roots couldn't 
absorb the nutrient until the soil bacteria 
had reduced it to chemical liquid. The 
same process took place when I fed 
chemical fertilizer pellets. They had to 
be processed by the soil bacteria, too. I 
learned that so far no scientific ex- 
periment has determined whether the 
roots can tell the organiz nutrient from 
the inorganic. If the roots know the dif- 
ference, they are not telling, not even 
their leaves. 


This was reassuring. I've fed our 


plants tons of organic stuff and hundreds 
of pounds of chemical fertilizer. They've 
lapped it all up and thrived. I call this 
mix of organic and inorganic feeding 
"common sense gardening." I don't dig 
the crusade of the up-tight organic 
apostles because my down-to-earth gos- 
pel is, give the plants what they like and 
watch them grow. 


A complete guide for growing bonsai, 


miniature trees grown in pots, has been 
published by the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture, 


"Growing Bonsai" was written by spe- 


cialists of USDA's Agricultural Research 
Service at Beltsville, Md. 


The aim of bonsai culture is to develop 


a tiny tree that has all the elements of a 
large tree growing in a natural setting. 
This look is achieved, according to the 
publication, by branch and root pruning 
and shaping, but other factors, such as 
the texture of the trunk, its look of age 
and the moss and underplantings in the 
container all contribute to the illusion of 
a miniature tree as it is seen in nature. 


According to the publication, a pre- 


sentable bonsai can be created in a few 


Dig holes in ground 
for fertilizer feeding 


Your trees which dropped their leaves 


last fall to let the sunshine through are 
taking on a new wardrobe now, and a 
once-a-year serving of fertilizer this time 
of year will help them dress up in a 
healthier way. The people of the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen suggest a 
technique that can make your work eas- 
ier, more effective. 


Feed the shade tree when the ground is 


damp, they say. Use a crowbar or sim- 
ilar tool to make a circle of holes in the 
ground about 18 inches apart, ideally 8 to 
12 inches deep, underneath the tree at 
about the point of the end of the longest 
limbs. Put two or three tablespoons of 
fertilizer in each hole, then top off with 
soil. 


Feeding your trees this way provides 


two beneifts. Fertilizer goes to the roots 
of the tree where it is most needed, and 
it is beneath the level of grass roots to 
avoid over-abundant growth where it is 
not desired. 


seasons. Cultivating these miniature pot- 
ted trees is both an intriguing hobby, and 
a means of adapting a wide range of 
plants to specialized and decorative uses. 


Bonsai, as an art form, stems from an- 


cient oriental culture. It originated in 
China and was developed by the Japa- 
nese.

the principles of bonsai, choosing a style, 
shaping the bonsai, choosing containers 
and growth media, seasonal care, propa- 
gating and displaying bonsai.

Trees are good investment 


Poems have been written, songs sung 


and the sentimental value of trees has 
been Immortalized through the ages. And 
though they are the most valuable and 
useful part of your grounds, trees have 
been the most neglected and abused of 
all landscape planting. 


While you think of trees in terms of 


beauty and shade, there are other impor- 
tant factors When properly fed and wa- 
tered, your trees, shrubs, roses and other 
plantings increase rapidly in value each 
year 


Hard goods are just the opposite — 


they start to depreciate from the first 
day of purchase. But if you plant a good 
variety of shade tree with a two inch 
trunk diameter costing approximately 
$22, when the tree grows to a 6 inch 
diameter, the value will increase to 
about $200. At 12 inches, the tree can be 
worth about $800 and up to $2,000 or 
more with larger sizes Evergreens are 
valued even higher than deciduous trees. 


For landscape care, a root feeder, 


made by Ross, has become a popular, 
well-established tool for home gardens 
since World War II. The root feeder as- 
sists In maintaining your investment in 
landscaped property In an effective and 
efficient way Using It regularly can help 
you Improve the value of your plantings 
and your home will bring a higher price 
when you sell it. 


Healthy plantings around the home 


quickly improve the environment. All 
green plants give off oxygren to provide 
comfort during hot days by cooling the 
air. A large shade tree gives off through 
its leaves from 50 to 80 gallons of water 
on hot summer days. The cooling effect 
is equivalent to ten room air-condi- 
tioners, Plants remove from the air im- 
purities such as carbon dioxide, air- 
borne dirt and sand, fly ash, pollen dust, 
smoke odors and fumes. Trees also pro- 
vide a sound barrier. 


The type of growth the gardener ob- 


serves above ground is determined by 
the type of root system the particular 
plant possesses. To get the proper top 
growth, deep watering and a good nutri- 
tional program Is necessary to promote a 
vital root system. 


All fertilizer must be in solution and at 


the feeding roots, located under and be- 
yond the outside branches. The Ross 
Root Feeder attaches to the garden hose, 
and makes it possible to deliver the plant 
food in solution and the important water 
right to the root zone for quick dispersal 
to the large roots and up into the tree.

Apricot trees okay 
in Illinois climate 


Aprioct trees can be grown in most 


parts of the United States, except in very 
cold and very warm areas, according to 
a new publication by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 


The apricot tree Is adapted to a wide 


range of soil types and is an attrac- 
tive, symmetrical lawn tree that requires 
only routine care The fruit can be eaten 
fresh, preserved or dried. 


However, the apricot blooms appear 


early and are easily damaged by spring 
frosts This hazaid explains why about 97 
per cent of the commercial apricot crop 
is grown in frost free areas of California. 
According to the publication, apricots 
are 
also commercially produced in 


Washington, Utah, Colorado, 
Idaho, 


Michigan and Oregon.

search Service, describes apricot vari- 
eties, planting, pruning, fertilizing, culti- 
vating, harvesting and pest control.

some chess either explicitly knows or 
readily understands that a player with 
passively placed and undefended pieces 
and vulnerable pawns is at a dis- 
advantage Especially if he Is without 
counter chances.

The position given In our first diagram, 


which occurred as of the 19th move of 
the ninth game of the recent Portisch- 
Petrosian match, resulted In a victory 
for Petrosian, playing white. Although 
white is obviously ahead, the victory oc- 
curred more quickly than the above in- 
ventory of weaknesses, even when seen 
in relief on the chessboard, would lead 
one to expect 


True, black's knight at K2 and his bish- 


op at KR3 are undefended. Their vul- 
nerability will make them excellent tar- 
gets in the give-and-take to come. 
Black's QRP and QP fare no better. But 
for the nonce, the black queen defends 
one pawn and can move to easily defend 
the other. In addition, the black knight 
can retreat to QB1 and defend both. 
Black may even harass white \vith 20 ... 
Q-R8 check, if preventive measures are 
not taken 


How is It then that Petrosian (white) 


was able to effect the collapse of the 
black forces' And what wa.i his 20th 
move1' Petrosian played 20. Q-KB3! and 
found the Achilles' Heel of the black po- 
sition If you look at Diagram 2 and ex- 
amine white's threats, you will see why.

exchanging queens After 21. QxQ, RxQ; 
there would ensue 22. R-R6, N-B1 and 
after either white knight to K4, white 
would win a pawn and have a crushing 
poMtion. 


II. If black Instead initiates the queen

21. NxQ. R-R1 (protecting the RP), white 
would play 22 P-N'4! However the knight 
retreats. 23 P-N3 wins a piece. 


The beleaguered Portisch chose to play 


1 .. Q-N1? and avoided the losing queen 
exchanges But he overlooked another 
winning white maneuver on the king 
side. For Petrosian answered Portisch's 
20 
. . Q-N1? with 21. P-N4. After the 


answer 21 .,. N-N2, our third position

Now Petrosian won a 


piece' He played 22. Q^KB6, which at- 
tacks the undefended knight and Por- 
tisch saw that if he saved the knight, 
white's 23 Q-R4 would attack and win 
the undefended bishop. He therefore 
played 22 ... N(K2)-B4. quaintly lost the 
knight instead and resigned 
shortly 


thereafter. 


Thus we have seen that Petrostan's

threats, and rent asunder the black posi- 
tion. Poftisxh. who later In the match 
rallied to win two splendid games, need 
lessly accelerated his own defeat with 
his 20th move. He showed us that a bad 
position plus bad nerves loses more

had time off between the semi-finals and lose after building up an impressive lead. 
Southern Illinois basketball teams — 


this time Breese Mater Dei — continue 
to turn in poor overall performances in 
the state tournament despite handsome 
records. 


It happens with regularity now, and it 


doesn't matter If the school name is Col- 
linsville or Benton or Centralia or even 
Breese Mater Dei, It happened again last 
weekend in Champaign. 


Mater Dei did beat a hapless Oswego 


club (I can think of many Mid-Suburban 
League clubs that would have looked 
better than Oswego, or Mater Dei) and is 
a small school to begin with, but Breese 
still was carrying the colors of Southern 
Illinois basketball and they did look ter- 
rible In losses to Proviso East and Peo- 
rla Central. They came to Champaign 
with a 29-1 record. 


"The South is dead," said Proviso East 


coach Glenn Whlttenberg, and his com- 
ment was met with some harsh reaction, 
as expected, by Breese coach John Cav- 
aletto. 


"Southern Illinois made this tourna- 


ment what it is today," said Cavaletto. 
"They (people in the northern part of the 
state) didn't even know what this tourna- 
ment was until 10 years ago when they 
started winning It. They were not sup- 
porting it. Maybe we should have our 
own tourney. Anything south of Cook 
County Is considered Southern Illinois 
anyway. You can do a lot with the num- 
bers they have " 


Lee Cabutti, a veteran coach in 


Champaign, also discussed the strength 
of the Chicago area schools: 


"No. 1 factor is the sheer numbers In- 


volved," he said. "A lot of the suburban 
and city schools have amazing enroll- 
ments. But It's also the fact that these 
schools have been getting the good black 
athletes. And, as always, there is a lot of 
good coaching going on up there." 


Proviso's East's Whlttcnbcrg says, "I 


don't have any doubts that the talent Is 
better now in the North . . . and, of 
course, there's more ot it because of the 
great population. 


"The interest in high school basketball 


is just as strong now in our area as it is 
in the South and that wasn't always the 
case," says the coach of the state cham- 
pions. "We have a real loyal following of 
fans who will fill up the gym for every 
game." 


Whittenberg is a Southern Illinois na- 


tive and he does feel it is easier to coach 
the players from the Deep South. 


"From my experience, I feel it is eas- 


ier to get a Southern Illinois player to 
follow instructions, to do what he's told. 
Northern Illinois players seem to ques- 
tion things more, to ask 'why'. 


"I guess it is possible that all kids 


have changed away from doing things 
the coach tells them without any ques- 
tion, but I still think it would be far eas- 
ier to establish team discipline in the 
South than the North." 


Denny Pace, head coach at O'Fallon in 


Southern Illinois and a player on Collins- 
ville's state champs of 1965, the last 
southern school to win under the one- 
class system, feels the psychological ap- 
proach has to be changed. 


"At Collinsville then we were confident 


we could beat anyone," says Pace. "The 
teams from the South now seem to be 
afraid of the teams from the North. I 
still think the teams from the South can 
compete if they are ready mentally."

coxson. The big returnee will be fr-5 soph- 
omore Levi Cobb, a 15.5 scorer this sea- 
son whose foul problems in Champaign 
contributed greatly to the Morgan Park 
setback. 


Peoria Central, a very impressive club 


last weekend, loses big 'front-liners in 
Brian Young and Mike White but returns 
such stars as AI Hightower, Steve Har- 
per, Danny Ruffin and Larry Donaldson. 
Harper and Ruffin were sophomore stars 
on this fine Central team. 


Hersey has three starters back in Tim 


Conard, Rich Madison, and Clyde Glass 
but loses the big guy in Dave Corzine, 
and for the first team in years will be 
operating without a super performer un- 
derneath. First, it was Andy Pancratz 
and then Corzine. 


If I had to gaze into my crystal ball

One of the many thousands in attend- 


ance at the recent state basketball tour- 
nament was overheard to say while 
watching Hersey: 


"Look at their season record — 19-9. 


They must play in a heck of a confer- 
ence. And look what they're doing to 
Bloom." 


Such a praiseworthy compliment for 


the Mid-Suburban League must have met 
Ted Ecker's ears with slightly mixed 
emotions, You see. Wheeling's head 
coach had guided his team to victory 
twice against the eventual Elite Eight 
finishers. 


His One Wildcat team had hoped to

NATIONAL SELECTED MORTICIANS 


In nation's hospitals 
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'Miracle merchants' feed 
on weaknesses of patients 


by TOM TIEDE 


WASHINGTON — A young woman, not 


yet informed of her terminal illness, was 
resting in her room at D.C. General Hos- 
pital recently when a stranger came to 
Visit. 


The stranger, talking fire and brim- 


stone, told the young woman she was go- 
ing to die. that her judgment day was 
nearing, and that the only way, she could 
be saved was to pay $500 to a specially 
gifted "pastor" who had the power to in- 
tercede with God and cure the Incurable. 


Incredible as the incident seems, It is 


apparently not unusual at D.C, General, 
where officials say a new and ugly reli- 
gious fraud Is terrorizing at least some 
of the patients. Phony clerics, called 
Miracle Merchants, roam the hospital 
wards during open visiting hours, seliVig 
salvation and leaving fear, anxiety and 
even devilish threats on the bed rails of 
the helpless. 


Nor is the ply confined to D.C. Gener- 


al. A number of Institutions in the nation 
are experiencing similar problems. Pub- 
lic relations spokesmen at some of the 
larger U.S. hospitals doubt the phenome- 
non Is exceedingly widespread, and most 
say their own hospitals are secure from 
such worry, but interviews with less im- 
age-minded observers in the country give 
a more pessimistic view. 


A SECURITY guard at Bellevue Hospi- 


tal in New York admits, "all kinds of 
weirdos get In here/' A former patient at 
Chicago's St. Luke's Hospital says, "I 
didn't get anything while I was inside — 
but when I got home I got a phone call 
from some quack." A one-time hospital 
patient in Connecticut was approached 
by two women who said he was pos- 
sessed by the devil and should pay them 
$3,300 for an exorcism rite. 


And not only do outside religious nuts 


prey on patients, but in the case of at 
least one hospital the deceit has been an 
inside job. Joe Robertson of the chap- 
lain's office at Harper's Hospital in Det- 
roit, says he knows of instances where 
"overzealous" staff employes have of- 
fered patients religious cures. Robertson 
says the employes have appioached very

sick patients with wild promises of cures, 
sometimes for fees and sometimes out of 
overdeveloped sympathy. 


To be sure, the' potential for such 


patient abuse exists at most hospitals in 
the nation. All such institutions welcome 
guests, virtually all have some form of 
open visitation program, 
most allow 


unencumbered access to patient rooms. 
The waiting rooms alone of most large 
public hospitals are flecked with street 
people, bams, wanderers, drunks — as 
well as invited visitors and incoming 
patients. 


"It's impossible to monitor them all," 


says D.C. General Chaplain J. Richard 
Griffin. "Unless they disturb the peace, 
you can't kick them out." 


BESIDES THIS, once the trouble- 


makers are inside patients cannot be re- 
lied on to blow the whistle. Detroit's Rob- 
ertson says that although most patients 
know the religious solicitors are phony, 
there is "a strong resistance to com- 
plaining." One reason is the patients 
may think the Miracle Merchants are 
part of the hospital routine. 


Also, adds Fr. Griffin: "There is a 


feeling among some patients that they 
are at the mercy of the hospital. So they 
won't complain for fear of being thought 
less of by the staff. In other words, they 
just don't want to make any trouble." 


Finally, there is an element of believa- 


bllity in many of the Miracle Merchants. 
The more professional ones have evan- 
gelical mysticism, their sales tactics are 
smooth. One woman at D.C. General ad- 
mits to being "swept off my feet" before 
paying several thousand dollars for in- 
cantations, incense and an armload of 
pamphlets. So, laments one hospital ad- 
ministrator: "If a' patient allows the bum 
in, I don't care if he's selling 
auto- 


graphed pictures of Moses, there is just 
no way we can block his visit." 


Leaving aside the invited phony, how- 


ever, most hospitals try to block unwel- 
come guests. Miracle Merchants or 
what ever. "Anti-solicitation" regula- 
tions are traditional in the medical in- 
stitution world, nurses receive some 
training in spotting and ejecting trouble- 
makers, and many hospitals require 
written guest passes even during open 
visiting hours. Security staffs, once a 
token element in hospitals, are also be- 
coming a major defense item. 


MOREOVER, some hospitals are going 


beyond routine precautions. The new 
Bellevue Hospital in New York (not yet 
inhabited) has only.four entrances, as 
against 119 in the old complex. Some hos- 
pitals are beginning to require all staff, 
clerics to have security training. 


And Chicago's Cook County Hospital 


has instituted a Health Advocates Pro- 
gram, whereby specifically trained per- 
sonnel act as ombudsmen for patient;. 
"The advocates make the rounds looking 
for problems," says a hospital spokes- 
woman, "and if anyone gets uninvited 
visitors the advocates should hear about 
it." 


Despite all steps, however, the Miracle

But even when the merchants fail to 


sell, they often succeed in harming their 
victims. The woman patient in D.C. Gen- 
eral, for example, never fully recovered 
the shock of her strange visitor. Though 
terminally ill, her eventual death — fore- 
cast as it was by a monster — was thus 
made more terrible than it might have 
been.

Revenue cut could cancel school pay hikes 
Teachers seek citizen help 
in tax assessment battle 


Schtwt Dist. 06 teachers are asking 


residents to write the Lake County Board 
of Review to voice their opinions on the 
agency's decision to roll back property 
assessments to 1972 levels. 


The lowered assessments will cut the 


anticipated revenue to the district this 
year by as much as $100,000. 


In an effort to equalize county tax as- 


sessments, the board of review last 
month decided to assess all property at 
1972 levels. Unless an Increase to the 
equalizer is added by the State Depart- 


ment of Local Government Affairs after 
the assessments, School Dist. 96 will suf- 
fer major financial'hardship. 


Preparing for the money squeeze, the 


dist. 96 school board three weeks ago 
voted to issue contracts to teachers arid 
other noncertificated personnel recom- 
mended by the administration for the 
same dollar amount specified in their 
present contracts if the state fails to ap- 
ply a multiplier creating the anticipated 
deficit.

New village bank ready 
to open interim facility 


by JOE KUAN/ 


Buffalo Grove National Bank, which 


recently received Its charter, plans to 
open a temporary facility on Dundee 
Road In 00 days and hopes to be oper- 
ating out of a permanent structure within 
10 months. 


Ralph M. Broughton, who represents a 


group of investors developing the bank, 
told the plan commission Wednesday 
night a charter was granted for the bank 
23 days ago and his clients are eager to 
begin operation. 


The group has asked the village to al- 


low them to operate out of a 56-by-12-foot 
trailer until a permanent facility can be 
built. 


Broughton said he hopes construction 


of the bank can begin In about 60 days. 
Once the structure Is finished, the tem- 
porary facility would be removed from 
the site, 


MEMBERS OF the plan commisson 


said they have no objection to the trailer, 
but woulrl insist that It be removed as 
soon as the bank building is occupied. 


The bank will be located on 4.5 acres 


on the south side of Dundee Road, west 
of 
the Klngswood United Methodist 


Church, Annexation and rezoning of the 
property was approved by the village last 
year. The bank was acquired at the 
same time the village approved an ad- 
joining fire station site. 


At that time, some residents protested 


the zoning change, saying It could set a 
precedent for unlimited commercial de- 
velopment of Dundee Road. They said 
they were opposed to deviating from the 
village master plan which calls for resi- 
dential development of the property. 


A number of village officials maintain, 


however, the land is too valuable and it 
is unrealstic to attempt to keep the 
zoning residential, 


THE DEVELOPER met with the plan 


commission in a workshop Wednesday 
night so that all problems could be re- 
solved before it comes before the village 
for final approval. 


The only problem discovered con- 


cerned setback requirements between 
the bank and abutting residential areas: 
Since the project was approved, zoning 
ordinances have been revised and now 
require a larger setback .than has been 
allowed for in the plan. In the annexation 
agreement, the developer agreed to 
abide by all revisions in its building 
codes. 


However, members of the commission 


said they did not think the setback would' 
be a problem since It is only slightly un- 
der the requirement. They said a vari- 
ation could be granted which would pre- 
vent the developer from having to re- 
design the project. 


In addition to the bank, the owners of 


the property have proposed construction 
of a medical center. The clinic, which 
could house as many as 25 doctors, will 
be built to the rear of the bank. 


BROUGHTON. SAID he is not sure 


when construction of the medical center 
will begin and would not estimate when 
it might be in operation. 


He said his clients are attempting to 


get doctors to rent space in the building 
and will not move with the plan until a 
substantial number have made com- 
mitment. "We wouldn't open up a fa- 
cility with just a few doctors," Brough- 
ton said. 


The appearance control commission al- 


ready has met with the developer and 
approved the landscaping plan for the 
project, Wednesday night a member of 
that group suggested several minor 
changes in the plan, 


said the teachers decided to. mail letters

"The initial reaction might not be one 


of concern about this," Lieder said. 
"Lowering assessments is attractive to 
the average homeowner, but we felt per- 
haps they're not aware of the effects it 
will have on Dist.

$35 to $10 next year. The letter also says 
that class sizes will have to be increased 
because no new faculty will be hired.

Flood-relief 
lake plan 
action soon? 


Buffalo Grove officials are expected to 


act next week on a four-party agreement 
for a five-acre retention lake on the 
ground of the Arlington Country Club. 


The lake is expected to relieve flooding 


along the White Pine Ditch, Buffalo 
Creek and the Wheeling drainage ditch. 


Under the agreement, the country club 


will provide the needed property, the 
state of Illinois and Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District will pay for construction 
and Buffalo Grove will be responsible for 
maintenance after it is completed. 


The $325,000 project was supposed to 


have been started last fall, but was de- 
layed because of legal difficulties. By the 
time the problems were resolved, it was 
too late to start the jroject and still get 
it finished before the start of the golf 
season. 


AS A CONDITION of the agreement, 


the golf course owners have insisted con- 
struction of the basin be done between 
Oct. 15 and April 15, so that golfers are 
not inconvenienced. 


If the village board approves the 


agreement as expected, work on the ba- 
sin will start in October. Village Mgr. 
Daniel Larson has said it is essential to 
start the project as soon as possible so 
that it is completed before the country 
club's deadline. 


The lake, which will have a capacity 


for about 16 million gallons, will hold 
runoff during severe storms and prevent 
it from overloading nearby streams. The 
White Pine Ditch area probably will 
benefit the most from the lake, according 
to officials. During severe storms, the 
ditch sometimes overflows its banks and 
tloods some backyards. Officials said the 
lake will not eliminate water in the ditch, 
but should keep it from overflowing. 


The water will be held in the retention 


lake until the danger of flooding hss 
passed. It will then be released under 
controlled conditions into Buffalo Creek, 
east cf the golf course.

not recognize these individual differ- 
ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition from Webster's Dictionary, 
which says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class after a few 
vocational students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class should run more smoothly." 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
schoollook good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


> their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
time helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." Iiuhis school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown. 


"Suspension deosn't do any good for

Overcrowded courtroom 


-public, police all 
suffer

This week, for example, Tuesday's 


court docket listed some 320 cases from 
the Rolling Meadows, Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling and Palatine police depart- 
ments.

derwood "On normal days, it is also 
over its limits." 


ARLINGTON Heights Village Mgr. L. 


A, Fanson said the court is now handling 
aout 45,000 cases annually and will be up 
to 50,000 next year "It's beyond the 
point of compatibility," with village of- 
fices, he says. 


The Tuesday situation was an extreme 


example of a problem of growing con- 
cern to law enforcement officials, attor-

Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R.

"Dimensions" is designed for college 


freshmen, said Ferguson, but he decided 
to use it to supplement the school's regu- 
lar health text because it is a good, well- 
written book The school nurse and head 
librarian also read the book and gave 
their approval, he said. 


BECAUSE IT IS used only as a supple- 


ment to the regular text, High School 
Dist 2H's curriculum committee, which 
consists of a department chairman from 
each of the district's five schools, was 
not requited to read and approve it. 


Hillesheim said teachers 
never in- 


tended to include Chapter 15 in the 4V4- 
week co-educational course in health 
which is part of freshman physical edu- 
cation. If it had been included in the 
course, parents would have been notified 
and they would have had the option of 
removing their child from the class, he 
said 


But when the books went home to par- 


ents, Hillesheim said' he got complaints 
Until then lie said lie had not read the 
book. "The parents brought it to my at- 
tention," he said, and after reading it "I 
objected to the chapter and that's why it 
was taken out." 


MANY STUDENTS AT Hoffman first 


heard about the missing chapter when 
thev read an article about it by soph- 
omore Michael McMeekin in the school 
newspaper, "The Hawkqye View."

THE COMPLAINTS from police about 


the courts are echoed by lawyers. 


"Delay is one of the major problems 


we confront," according to Geno DeVito, 
chief of the general trial division of the 
Cook County state's attorney's office "In 
my opinion delays are inexcusable in 
many instances because circumstances 
of a case are generally very clear cut. 


Continuances are not entirely respon- 


sible for the log-jamming in the courts, 
other judicial officials say. 


"IN 1964 we went to a unified court 


system, but since then the suburban dis- 
tricts have doubled and in some cases 
tnpled in size and the court cases have 
as well," says Don O'Connell, adminis- 
trative aide to Circuit Court Chief Judge 
John Boyle 


"We relied solely on municipal facil- 


ities up until the past year or so," 
O'Connell said. "In the past year, we've 
realized from our conversations with mu- 
nicipal officials that these facilities are 
no longer adequate and are being over- 
loaded There's no question in our mind 
that we need more courtrooms " 


On that point the judges, attorneys and 


police also seem to agree. 


"I think what really should be done in 


this district is that more court rooms 
should be set up, especially in the west- 
ern half of the district," Palatine Lt. 
Nehmzow said "The facilities that we 
had five and six years ago are the same, 
but the size of the problems are differ- 
ent " 


BUT THE solution of providing more 


courtrooms has not proven to be an easy 
answer In Rolling Meadows, for ex- 
ample, a vacant third floor wing of the 
city hall was offered to the circuit court 
for use more than a year ago. Chief 
Judge Harold Sullivan, 2nd District, told 
Case he had "np objections" to utilizing 
the room. 


"But I never heard anything more 


from them," Case says. "I don't even 
know now if our city council would ap- 
prove anymore a courtroom here They 
(the judges) waited too long " 


A similar situation exists in Wheeling, 


where Village Mgr George Passolt and 
Police Chief Peter Guttilla have been 
working "very stienuously" to get a 
courtroom in their village hall, according 
to Wheeling Police Lt Thomas Conte. 


Currently, the only concrete negotia- 


tions for more courtroom space are cen- 
tering around plans for a new public 
safety building near the present Arling- 
ton Heights Village Hall, O'Connell said. 


THE BUILDING, in the planning 


stages since 1970, would house the village 
police department and three courtrooms, 
according to Hanson. Funds for the $2 5 
million estimated cost of the building 
would come from the rent the county 
pays for the present courtroom, the sale 
of bonds and the village utility tax. 


But, says Hanson, "even if we took 


bids today, we couldn't move in for two 
years." 


Until more court rooms can be pro- 


vided, Case says better administration 
may help the situation. "The judges are 
supposed to administrate 
their court- 


rooms and I think the answer is better 
administration. 


"They can rationalize all they want, 


but it's just a bad situation," he adds. 
"The defendants are entitled to a much 
quicker, 'expedient trial."

$13,000 in support of Omni-House: Youth

Meeting with Omni-House staff mem- 


bers for an informal "acountabihty ses-

cility at 57 S Wolf Rd. Wednesday night, 
various staff members discussed each of 
the programs in operation and plans for 
the future 


COUNSELING at Omni-House often 


makes it possible for juveniles who are 
arrested to avoid placement in the Audy 
Home in Chicago or other similiar deten- 
tion facilities Village Pres Ted Scanlon 
asked if the rearrest rate of youths coun- 
seled locally indicates that juveniles are 
taking advantage of the agency 


"Does a kid say for example, 'If I'm 


arrested, I'll run back to Omni-House 
rather than the Audy Home?' " Scanlon 
questioned 


Harry Wells, Omni-House psychologist, 


said 11 of 100 youths counseled last year 
were re-arrested, three of them more 
than once Wells said the agency is sensi- 
tive to the possibility of being manipu- 
lated and refers youths suspected of tak- 
ing advantage of its services to the court 
for other action. 


Scanlon complimented Omni-House on 


being recognized by the court as a viable 
agency in dealing with juvenile justice 
problems. Arrested youths are some- 
times ordered by the court to report to 
Omni-House periodically during their 
probation 


"I think it's important to note that this 


is not just a group of do-gooders, but the 
court recognizes Omni-House — it's a 
re'al pat on the back," he said. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Ed Berger and 


several others questioned Dram-House 
Executive Director Peter Digre about 
continued financing of the agency. The 
facility presently receives some state 
support from the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission (ILEC), but funds are 
to be cut off after next year 


"We hope to have ongoing funding 


through the Department of Children and 
Family Services or the Department of 
Corrections, along with local support,' 
Digre said "It's not dear what will hap- 
pen on the federal level, but they 
are particularly interested in dealing 
with drug abuse now." 


Berger also asked about the possibility 


of setting up a veneral disease clinic at

"VD is running rampant right now, 


from what I understand, and maybe 
since the kids already have confidence in 
Omni-House, they'd be more likely to 
come here than go to a hospital or medi- 
cal clinic for treatment," Berger said. 
He suggested attempting to seek a doctor 
to donate his time in operating a VD cen- 
ter at Omni-House 


DIGRE AGREED that the clinic was 


a good idea and said if a doctor's ser- 
vices could be obtained,the subject might 
be discussed with the Omni-House execu- 
tive board Currently, however, he said 
the'cost of operating a center would be 
prohibitive Although VD cases are not 
common at Omni-House, Digre said 
when the problem comes up, the agency 
works closely with local doctors and 
sometimes pays the expense of treat- 
ment.

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Inventors want new image 
2 firms bought to serve 
as fronts for Imperial

Imperial Inventors International Inc., 


the target of both state and federal fraud 
investigations, has set up two front com- 
panies to continue its questionable busi- 
ness practices, The Herald has learned. 


Imperial, located at 2250 E. Devon 


Ave., Oes Plaines. has been the target of 
a consumer fraud lawsuit by Illinois 
Att>. Gen. William Scott. In addition five 
executives of the company were indicted 
last year on mall fraud charges by a fed- 
eral grand jury. 


Now, Imperial officials have created a 


new company, Midwest Innovations, Inc., 
and taken control of an existing firm, 
Product Development Services, Inc., for- 
merly based in Texas, a Herald in- 
vestigation has disclosed. 


Sources close to the company said the 


new firms were set up to escape the 
pressure of government Investigators 
and to give the operation a "ciean 
name." 


THE NEW companies,' like Imperial, 


claim to offer marketing and patent as- 
sistance to inventors who have ideas for 
new products. 


The Herald disclosed in 1972. that the 


company charged prospective inventors 
up to $1,000 or'more to evaluate their 
ideas and provide promised manufac- 
turing and promotions, help. 


More than 90 per cent of the invention 


evaluations were favorable but only a 
few of the inventions were ever pur- 
chased by manufacturers. Marketing ex- 
perts and patent attorneys have termed 
the company's elaborate evaluation re- 
ports "nonsense and practically worth- 
less!" 


Imperial was described as a "major 


ripoff" by U. r, Atty. James Thompson 
when indictments were returned against 
the five officials last,year. They are 
scheduled to go on trial May 20.

Eyes of educators and school adminis- 


trators, possibly up to the State Supt. of 
Public Instruction will be turning to Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 within 
the next few weeks to see what happens 
in the case of the principals vs. Supt, 
James Erviti. '• 


What started as an attempt by princi- 


pals to work out differences in opinion 
with the administration regarding educa- 
tional and personal issues now appears 
to be turning into a growing movement 
of resentment and hostility, aimed at Er- 
viti. 


Both camps are preparing for what is 


boiling down to a fight which may break 
open Monday at the regular school board 
meeting. 


The problem came to a head when a 


letter was sent by the Principal's Assn. 
to Erviti, citing five main "concerns" in 
the district and asking that a series of 
meetings be set up to resolve the matter. 


THE 
CONCERNS included Erviti's 


"demeaning" treatment of principals, 
the district's budget development prac- 
tice, and the "single text approach" prin- 
cipals said seems to be the direction of 
the district. 


The letter also asked that adminis- 


trators be given written reasons when his 
or her work is considered unsatisfactory 
and questioned the present way educa- 
tional decisions are being made by dis- 
trict administrators. 


Since then, support for the. principals

one year's budget instead of dipping into 
the following year's budget for money to 
pay summer salaries, and borrowing on 
anticipated revenue has gone from the 
maximum allowed, 75 per cent, to 55 or 
60 per cent this year. 


ALTHOUGH MUCH of the credit for 


fhe financial improvement belongs to Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent for 
administration, Erviti still oversees fi- 
j)ances. Under Perry's guidance, the dis- 
trict has shifted from,its old policy of a 


broad budget which took a few weeks to 
prepare, to a detailed one which includes 
a separate budget for each school. 


In addition to the personality clash be- 


tween many of the principals, teachers 
and Erviti, there have also been other 
questions raised. 


Principals are unhappy because they 


feel the budgeting process, although 
sound, is taking too much time and ex- 
pense to prepare. Although the principals 
want to be involved in the budget prepa- 
rations, they feel some of the preparation 
is the same year to year, and much of 
their work is just acting as accountants. 


The principals and teachers have ques- 


tioned the direction of the district in re- 
gards to text book selection, even though 
teachers are involved on committees 
looking into the selection of new texts. 
Administration officials strongly refute 
the Teachers Council president, Tpni- 
Kane's contention that teachers don't 
really have a voice in the selection of 
textbook series. 


EVEN THOUGH meetings have taken 


place between the administration and 
principals to discuss the problems, prin- 
cipals claim little progress has been 
made while administration officials say 
here hasn't been enough time to really 
understand the problems. 


There are still many unanswered ques- 


tions. Principals, many of whom are put- 
ting their future careers in jeopardy by 
fighting for what they believe, aren't 
talking openly. Erviti has been out of 
town and has yet to comment on the 
matter.

"There's no re- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general, the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances."

THE BROWNS .have several children 


in school and they say that no two of 
their children are alike. Each child has 
different interests, different'friends, dif- 
ferent personalities and different souls, 


But, says their 'father, the school does 


not recognize these individual differ- 
ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
.have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition 
from Webster's Dictionary, 


which says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that corrects,' molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told liis class after a few 
vocational students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class should run more> smoothly.'1 


Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 
. - 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some-' 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says.Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor, of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not .enough 
time helping students. 


The real job at the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." In his school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension.as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown.

Voters should approve 
fire district tax levy 


The North Maine Fire Protection District is going to the voters for 


the second time Saturday asking for a special tax levy to provide am- 
bulance service for the unincorporated areas of Maine Township. 


We believe the bid for a levy of 25 cents per $100 assessed valuation 


Is justified and encourage residents to vote in its favor. 


North Maine Intends to levy only 15 cents of the amount and will use 


the $105,000 to purchase a new ambulance as well as hire additional 
firemen to operate it. 


The district now is using a 1969 station wagon as an ambulance. Fed- 


eral regulations will force retirement of the vehicle next year; the station 
wagon does not meet set standards. 


There are more than 28,000 residents in the unincorporated area cov- 


ered by North Maine Fire Protection District. The area is constantly 
growing, but the district has not increased its force in almost four years 
because of its lack of funds. 


The need for more men is obvious as the number of both fire and 


ambulance calls continue to increase. Again, we think the district's re- 
quest that more men be hired is well founded and in the best interest 
of the taxpayers in the area. 


The district also has not been able to send its men to some programs 


in advanced flrefightlng techniques because of lack of money. Such pro- 
grams are essential if a district is to provide quality service to residents. 


An indentical referendum was defeated last July when the Congress of 


Maine Township Homeowners Association opposed it. Spokesmen for the 
congress said the group voted against the referendum because not enough 
information about the ambulance tax was given by fire district officials. 


This time, however, the congress was unable to reach an unanimous 


decision on the referendum. The smaller homeowners' association that 
make up the congress are taking positions on an individual basis. 


A professional, quality fire and emergency service must have sufficient 


manpower and equipment. North Maine is asking the voters to approve 
a step in that direction. Residents owe it to themselves and their fire 
protection district to pass the referendum.

School fight to break open Monday?

Eyes of educators and school adminis- 


trators, possibly up to the State Supt. of 
Public Instruction will be turning to Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 within 
the next few weeks to see w hat happens 
in the case of the principals vs. Supt. 
James Erviti. 


What started as an attempt by princi- 


pals to work out differences in opinion 
with the administration regarding educa- 
tional and personal issues now appears 
to be turning into a growing movement 
of resentment and hostility, aimed af Er- 
Vltl. 


Both camps are preparing for what i, 


boiling down to a fight which may break 
open Monday at the regular school board 
meeting 


The problem came to a head when a 


letter was sent by the Principal's Assn. 
to Erviti, citing five main "concerns" in 
the district and asking that a series of 
meetings be set up to resolve the matter. 


THE 
CONCERNS included Erviti's 


"demeaning" treatment of principals, 
the district's budget development prac- 
tice, and the 'single text approach" prin- 
cipals said seems to be the direction of 
the district 


The letter also asked that adminis- 


trators be given written reasons when his 
or her work is considered unsatisfactory 
and questioned the present way educa- 
tional decisions are being made by dis- 
trict administrators 


Since then, support for the principals 


has grown. Wednesday, the 35-person 
Dist 59 Teachers Council, representing 
370 of the 520 teachers in the district is- 
sued a statement in support of their prin- 
cipals. Two school board members, along 
with several heads of district parent 
groups, have also indicated support for 
the principals. 


ALTHOUGH BOTH the principals and 


teachers have listed several concerns, 
only one has generally been acknowledg- 
ed as an overriding concern — Erviti, 
the man. 


Erviti's domineering, harsh and often 


abrupt personality has turned the maior- 
ity of teachers and principals, along with 
a host of parents, against him, they say. 


A climate of fear, suspicion and ha- 


tred has been created, according to 
teachers and principals, which can only 
have a negative effect on their most im- 
portant function — educating children. 


The Dist 59 school board will have to 


take over if Erviti and his principals 
can't settle their differences And a reso- 
lution has to be quick, according to some 
board members, so things pan get back 
tt>, normal and teachers and principals 
can return to their jobs. 


ALTHOUGH NOT openly involved yet, 


board members are certainly aware of 
the situation and some are researching 
the problem on their own When and if it 
does become a board topic — and it is 
believed it will Monday — members will 
have a tough choice 


Principals are forcing a "him or us" 


situation. They have strongly intimated 
that either Erviti goes or a number of 
principals will resign. 


The surface solution is to fire Erviti 


and pacify his detractois, yet in his four 
years as superintendent, Erviti brought a 
nearly bankrupt district to its feet finan- 
cially 


Under Erviti, who has been called a 


good admimsti ator by many of his 
strongest critics, more than $500,000 m 
overclaimed state aid has been paid 
back, teachers salaries are paid out of 
one year's budget instead of dipping into 
the following year's budget for money to 
pay summer salaries, and borrowing on 
anticipated revenue has gone from the 
maximum allowed, 75 per cent, to 55 or 
60 per cent this year 


ALTHOUGH MUCH of the credit for 


the financial improvement belongs to Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent for 
administration, Erviti still oversees fi- 
nances Under Perry's guidance, the dis- 
hict has shifted from its old policy of a 
bioad budget which, took a few weeks to 
prepare, to a detailed one which includes 
a separate budget for each school.

"Here's the dean in a swivel chair with 


his feet on his desk, looking down his 
nose at parents." 


That's how one mother remembers her 


conference with the discipline officer in a 
local high school. She and her husbtnd 
both feel the school has done a poor job 
disciplining their children. School offi- 
cials are uncooperative, they say, and 
they don't understand the needs of young 
people today. 


Her attitude is not typical of ail par- 


ents. There are no typical attitudes when 
it comes to disciplining teenagers. Opin-

ions are as individual as the personalities 
of parents and students and school offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Brown, sitting on her living room 


sofa, still wearing her nurse's uniform, 
vividly recalls her meeting with the dean 
who looked down his nose at her. The 
experience seems to her to reflect the 
attitude of the school. "There's no re- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general, the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances." 


THE BROWNS have several children 


in school and they say that no two of 
their children are alike Each child has 
different interests, different friends, dif- 
ferent personalities and different souls. 


But, says their father, the school does 


not recognize these individual differ- 
ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class 
stu- 


dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition 
from Webster's 
Dictionary, 


which says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class after a few 
vocational Students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students, are gone 


the class should run more smoothly " 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
tune helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student" In his school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets nd of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown. 


"Suspension deosn't do any good for

Teachers currently receive a $425 per 


year pay increase after 15 hours of grad- 
uate work, After obtaining an additional 
15 hours of work and a master's degree, 
teachers receive another $425 Increase. 
Each additional 15 hours of credit up to a 
total of 60 hours, teachers receive the 
same Increase. 


Hansen poinhd out, however, that a 


doctorate usually takes 72 hours. 


While teachers receive pay Increases, 


no reimbursement is paid directly to- 
ward graduate fees. 


HE ALSO NOTED that teachers are 


required by the district to take five ac- 
credited 
graduate 
hours every 
five 


years. 


While he said he considers the current 


contract equitable concerning graduate 
r e i m b u r s e m e n t s , he stated that 
Schaible's payment compared to teach- 
ers' reimbursements were not fair. 


He also questioned the fee paynv

back college text, "Dimensions," publish- 
ed in 1972 by Canfleld Press, a depart- 
ment of Harper and Row, Publishers, 
Inc. Other chapters in the book deal with 
environment, population, mental health, 
drugs, alchoholism, nutrition, human re- 
production, communicable and noncom- 
municable diseases. 


CHAPTti" 15 IS Intended to be a 


frank, objective discussion on sexual be- 
havior and includes results of research 
by experts such as Kinsey and Masters 
and Johnson. "We have tried to avoid 
imposing our own behavioral standards 
over this Information," say the authors 
in the Introduction to the chapter. "Rath- 
er, we have attempted to provide the 
reader with the factual basis upon which 
he may make sound'personaI decisions 
about nonmarital, premarital, marital 
and extramarital sexual relations." 


Hoffman's 
athletic director, Robert 


Ferguson, who teaches health courses at 


the school, said he chose the book, be- 
cause it is up-to-date, "interesting and 
refreshing." It's difficult to find good 
health books for high school students, he 
said, because most of them are "watered 
down" and a little dull. 


"Dimensions" is designed for college 


freshmen, said Ferguson, but he decided 
to use it to supplement the school's regu- 
lar health text because it is a good, well- 
written book. The school nurse and head 
librarian also read the book and gave 
their approval, he said. 


BECAUSE IT IS used only as a supple- 


ment to the regular text, High School 
Dist. 211's curriculum committee,' which' 
consists of a department chairman from 
each of the district's five schools, was 
not required to read and approve it. 


Hillesheim said teachers never in- 


tended to include Chapter 15 in the 4Vz- 
week co-educational course in health 
which is part of freshman physical edu- 
cation. If it had been included in the 
course, parents would have been notified 
and they would have had the option of 
removing their child from the class, he 
said. 


But when the books went home to par- 


ents, Hillesheim said he got complaints. 
Until then he said he had not read the 
book. "The parents brought it to my at- 
tention," he said, and after reading it "I- 
objected to the chapter and that's why it 
was taken out." 


MANY STUDENTS AT Hoffman first 


heard about the missing chapter when 
they read an article about it by soph- 
omore Michael McMeekin in the school 
newspaper, "The Hawk eye View," 


McMeekin said Thursday the reaction 


of most students in the health class was 
"What are they hiding from us?" He 
said he doesn't think many of the stu- 
dents are disturbed because the chapter 
was taken out. "They had the book over 


the weekend and they read it anyway. It 
was the first thing they looked at," he 
said. The chapter was not removed from 
all the books, he said, because he knows 
some kids who still have it. 


"There's not going to be a big hulla- 


baloo over it," he said. The material in 
the chapter was not shocking to most of 
the students and it wasn't new to them, 
he added. "There ate some things the 
kids could teach their instructors."

Federal funds to help construct the $1.3 


million Palatine Library approval by 
voters lust November may be granted 
next week. 


Library officials submitted extensive 


applications for funding last- month, hop- 
ing to get up to $100,000 through Federal 
Title II grant. The project cpuld qualify 
for up to $230,000, but local officials do 
not expect that large a grant. They are, 
however, optimistic that some federal 
funding is on the way. 


Opening of construction bids for the li- 


brary, to be built at Benton Street and 
N o r t h w e s t Highway, was held up 
Wednesday until the library receives 
word on the federal funding. The- bid 
opening was delayed to April 17. 


Actual cost of constructing the two-sto- 


ry library is budgeted at $1,056,000 by 


architect Charles Cedarholm. Ground- 
breaking will be in the spring, with com- 
pletion aimed for (he summer of 1975.

The 1974 Palatine Blood 
Assurance 


Program has fallen 73 pints of blood 
short of its projected goal after only two 
blood drives. 


A goal of 230 units of blood has been 


set for each of the six blood drives sched- 
uled this year. The January blood drive 
netted 247 pints of blood but only 178 
pints of blood were collected at last .Sat- 
urday's drive. 


To meet the 250-pint goal, organizers of 


the program schedule 340 appointments 
for each drive because many people are 
turned away for various medical rea- 
sons.

pointment for any of the four remaining 
blood drives should call the board of 
health at 358-7555. The next blood drive is 
scheduled for May 20 and 21 from 4 to 9 
p.m. at St. Theresa Church. 


To donate blood, a volunteer must be 


between 18 and 67 years of age and in 
good health. Donors may give blood ev- 
ery eight weeks but not more tihan five 
times a year. 


The village's quota this year to remain 


eligible for the blood assurance program 
is 1,385 pints of blood. Under the blood 
assurance program, all residents have 
an unlimited supply of blood available to 
them through the American Red Cross.

Building a library will be the first pri- 


ority for Palatine's new librarian, An- 
drea Balcken, who takes the helm of the 
local library April 29.

"Here's the dean in a swivel chair with 


his feet on his desk, looking down his 
nose at parents." • 


That's how one mother remembers her 


conference with the discipline officer In a 
local high school. She and her husband 
both feel the school has done a poof job 
disciplining their children. School offi- 
cials are uncooperative, they say, and 
they don't understand the needs of young 
people today. 


Her attitude is not typical of all par- 


ents. There are no typical attitudes when 
It comes to disciplining teenagers. Opin-

Mrs. Brown, sitting on her living room 


sofa, still wearing her nurse's uniform, 
vividly recalls her meeting with the dean 
who looked down his nose at her. The 
experience seems to her to reflect the 
attitude of the school. "There's no re- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general,'the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances." 


THE BROWNS have several children 


in school and they say that no two of 
their children ai'e alike. Each child has 
different interests, different friends, dif- 
ferent personalities aitf different souls. 


But, says their father, the school does 


not recognize these individual 
differ- 


ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this sttitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition 
from Webster's Dictionary, 


.which says discipline <- "training or ex- 
perience that corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean-helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class after a few 
vocational students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class, should run more smoothly." 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too-much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
time helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." In his school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown. 


"Suspension deosn't do any good for

Assistant U.S. attorneys Anton Valukas 


and Tyrone Fahner closed the prose- 
cution after Faubion testified before pre- 
siding Judge Frank J. McCarr and a fed- 
eral jury. The defense opens today, the 
10th day of the trial, and Defense Atty. 
Thomas P. Sullivan said he may rest his 
case this afternoon. If Peskin testifies in 
his own defense, the trial will continue 
considerably longer, Sullivan said, 
charges of bribery, conspiracy and in- 
come tax evasion, along with six former 
village officials and K&B. The village of- 
ficers all pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced to prison terms.

not required to read and approve it. 


Hillesheim said teachers never in- 


tended to include Chapter 15 in,the 4%- 
week co-educational course in health 
which is part of freshman physical edu- 
cation. If it had bern included in the 
course, parents would have been notified 
and they would have had the option of 
removing their child from the class, he 
said. 


But when the books went home to par- 


ents, Hillesheim said he got complaints. 
Until then he said he had not read the 
book. "The parents brought it to my at- 
tention," he said, and after reading it "I 
objected to the chapter and that's why it 
was taken out." 


MANY STUDENTS AT Hoffman first 


heard about the missing chapter when 
they read an article about it by soph 
omore Michael McMeekin in the school 
newspaper, "The Hawkeye View " 


McMeekin said Thursday the reaction 


of most students in the health class was 
"What are they hiding from us?" He 
said he doesn't think many of the stu- 
dents are disturbed because the chapter 
was taken out. "They had the book over 
the weekend and they read it anyway. It 
was the first thing they looked at," he 
said. The Chapter was not removed from 
all the books, he said, because he knows 
some kids who still have it. 


"There's not going to be a big hulla- 


baloo over it," he said. The material in 
the chapter was not shocking to most of 


the students and it wasn't new to them, 
he added. "There are some things the 
kids couldJeach their instructors." 


HILLESHEIM SAID he believes Chap- 


ter 15 is1 too detailed for high school 
freshmen. The book will be evaluated by 
teachers and students at Hoffman and 
Chapter 15 may be put back in the book 
•when it is distributed to seniors. "To me 
Chapter 15 isn't dead yet. We're going to 
look at it," he said. Some parents have 
even criticized the school for removing 
it, he said. 


Hoffman just opened its doors this year 


and has only freshmen and sophomore 
students. Hillesheim said the school 
plans to offer four and a half weeks of 
health to students each year. This year it 
is offered only to freshmen.

Eyes of educators and school adminis- 


trators, possibly up to the State Supt. of 
Public Instruction will be turning to Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 5!) within 
the next few weeks to see what happens 
in 'he case ofv the principals vs. Supt. 
James Ervlti. 


What started as an attempt by princi- 


pals to work out differences In opinion 
with the administration regarding educa- 
tional and personal issues now appears 


to be turning into a growing movement 
of resentment and hostility, aimed at Er- 
viti. 


Both camps are preparing for what is 


boiling down to a fight which may break 
open Monday at the regular school board 
meeting. 


The problem came to a head when a 


letter was sent by the Principal's Assn. 
to Erviti, citing five main "concerns" in 
the district and asking that a series of 
meetings be set up to resolve the matter. 


THE CONCERNS included 
Erviti's 


"demeaning" treatment of principals, 
the district's budget development prac- 
tice, and the "single text approach" prin- 
cipals said seems to be the direction of 
the district. 


The letter also asked that adminis- 


trators be given written reasons when his 
or her work is considered unsatisfactory 
and questioned the present way educa- 
tional decisions are being made by dis- 
trict' administrators. 


Since then, support for the principals 


has grown. Wednesday, the 35-person 


Dist. 59 Teachers Council, representing 
370 of the 520 teachers in the district is- 
sued a statement in support of their prin- 
cipals. Two school board members, along 
with several heads of district parent 
groups, have also indicated support for 
the principals.- 
' 


ALTHOUGH B.OTH the principals and 


teachers have listed several concerns, 
only one has generally been acknowledg- 
ed as an overriding concern — Erviti, 
the man. 


Erviti's domineering, harsh and often 


The 


abrupt personality has turned the major- 
ity of teachers and principals, along with 
a host of parents, against him, they say. 


A climate of fear, suspicion and ha- 


tred has been created, according to 
teachers and principals, which can only 
have a negative effect on their most im- 
portant function — educating children. 


The Dist. 59 school board will have to 


take over if Erviti and his principals 
can't settle their differences. And a reso- 
lution has to be quick, according to some 
board members, so things can get back 


to normal and teachers and principals 
can return to their jobs. 


ALTHOUGH NOT openly involved yet, 


board members are certainly aware of 
the situation and some are researching 
the problem on their own. When and if it 
does become a board topic — and it is 
believed it will Monday — members will 
have a tough choice. 


.Principals are forcing a "him or us" 


situation. They' have strongly intimated 
that either Erviti goes or a number of

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5-ucre parcel on schoolgrounds passes soil boring tests 
Maryville School site wins 
approval of state board

The long search for a site to build the 


new Maryville School appears to have 
ended. A five-acre si'.e on the Maryville 
Academy grounds has been approved by 
the Illinois Capi'al Development Board. 


Dist. Supt. John Fridlund told The Her- 


ald he learned of the ICDB's decision 
Thursday. He said the project architect 
for the school, Anthony J. Siros, In- 
formed him that the latest soil borings 
show the land suitable for building. 


Siros also said design work on draw- 


ings for the school will begin next week. 
Official!) of a Mount Vernon architectural 
firm, Fields; Goldman and Magee, will 
spend one week next month in Dist. 26 
working on the plans and conducting a to- 
pographical survey of the land. Working 
drawings will be made later. 


Siros said he has no idea when con- 


struction will get under way. A time 
schedule for the project, which is being 
funded and directed by the 1CDB, will be 
determined In cooperation with ICDB of- 
ficials. 


FRED KNOCKE, ICDB official in 


charge of the Maryville project, said • 
Thursday there are still legal matters to 
arrange before a building timetable can 
be set. Attorneys for the Chicago Arch- 
diocese, which owns the land, and the 
district will have to prepare land trans- 
fer papers before the ICDB can proceed, 
Knocke said. 


The decision on the site, located at 


Gregory Street and River Road in Des 
Plaines, ends months of debate and de- 
lay on a site ^election. The new school 
will replace the present River Road 
School, also located on the Maryville 
grounds. The school will serve Maryville 
Academy students, who are wards of the 
state. 


The ICDB had originally ruled the cur- 


rent site unsuitable for building because 
soil teats found the land contained ex- 
cessive cinderflll, A second set of tests 
commissioned by the Dist. 26 school 
board, however, found the land In the 
southeast portion of the site contained 
far leits fill and would be bulldable. 


The board negotiated with the Arch- 


diocese to shift the five-acre parcel 150 
feet to the east, where even less fill exist- 
ed. The results of the second soil tests, 
coupled with the site shifting, forced the 


ICDB to take another look at the loca- 
tion. 


THE ICDB ORDERED its own soil 


testers on the site to verify results of the 
second set, of tests. Findings from this 
most recent soil analysis, made within 
the past few weeks, confirmed the school 
board's findings and were used as a 
basis for the construction go-ahead. 


Fridlund said he was pleased with the 


decision but added he could not speculate 
on when the school would be ready. If 


work proceeds quickly, Fridlund said, 
the district is hopeful of getting the 
building' up by -winter. Siros said it is 
.possible construction could begin by .late 
summer. 


The ICDB has appropriated $1 million 


for the Maryville project. 'Officials have 
speculated,, however, that more money 
may be needed because • building costs 
have increased during the time the dis- 
trict is awaiting a decision on a site se- 
Ir.ction.

Police vow vehicle sticker 
crackdown soon—tonight?

A crackdown on motorists who have 


not yet obtained 1974 village vehicle stick 
ers for their cars will be undertaken 
by Mount Prospect police, possibly as 
soon as tonight. 


Lt. John Savage, patrol commander, 


said yesterday "the entire town will be 
chedked" for vehicles without current 
stickers. The inspection will focus on 
parking lots at apartment and con- 
dominium buildings, because apartment 
dwellers are traditionally less likely to 
purchase vehicle stickers than home- 
owners, Savage said. 


He estimated "there are probably quite 


a few" cars without stickers, but added: 
"I think the majority of the people have 
purchased them." The village finance de- 
partment reported some 2(/600 stickers 
have 'been issued so far this year, 
slightly shy of the 21,267 sold last year. 


Mount Prospect police last year passed 


out 300 to 500 tickets to residents whose 
cars did not display the village sticker, 
according to Savage. 


THE DEADLINE for displaying stick- 


ers was midnight Feb. IS, but police 
Chief Bert Giddens granted a three-day 
grace period. Savage noted that warn- 
ings are no longer issued — "not this 
late in the game," 


The crackdown will begin "soon," he 


said, "possibly over the weekend or next 
week." 


Cars displaying current vehicle stick- 


ers from other municipalities will not 
be ticketed, he said. Nor will cars parked 
on private driveways. However, cars 
parked on the street or in parking lots 
will be fair game, Savage warned. 


Why haven't some residents gotten ve- 


hicle stickers for their cars? "Most of 
them say they are unaware they need 
one," said Savage. "That's the favorite." 
Others say they "didn't realize they lived 
in the village." Apartment 
dwellers 


sometimes don't bother because "they're 
transient. It's not that they're bad people 
or anything like this. It's just that they 
move around quite a bit." •• 


MOTORISTS caught without a sticker 


will be ticketed. The ticket carries a fine 
of $10, and additional tickets can be is- 
sued to the same offender until the stick- 
er is obtained. The ticket can be paid 
in person at the village hall or by mail. 


Vehicle stickers are available from the 


receptionist in the village clerk's office 
or from the finance department, both in 
the village hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy., 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Mondays 
through Fridays. They must be posted on 
• any car, motorcycle, or truck, registered 
or housed in the village. 


Car stickers cost $10 each ($5 for se- 


nior citizens); 
motorcycles, "$8; and 


trucks, $12 to $22, depending on their' 
size. 


QUESTION: Why -are the parking lots for the A&P and 
Jewel grocery stores in downtown Mount Prospect 
packed, even though both stores have been closed? An- 
swer: Commuters. Many now park at the two vacant 
stores and walk a couple of blocks to the train station. 


Mount Prospect polite say they don't plan any action at 
this -rime, but will shoo the cars away when the stores 
are in use again. Plans are in the works to open a ban- 
quet hall at the A&P site; no plans have been an- 
nounced for the former Jewel. 


Cops not happy with 7% pay hike offer 


Bargaining representatives for Mount 


Prospect police patrolmen apparently 
are not satisfied with the village's offer 
of a 7 per cent wage increase and no 
changes in fringe benefits. 


Representatives of the policemen's 


Combined Counties Police Assn. chapter 
met Wednesday night with the village's 
bargaining team for the first session of 
this year's contract talks. Two more ses- 
sions are scheduled for Monday and 
Thursday. 


Details of the first meeting arc not yet 


available. Each side has agreed to hold 
any statement to the press until an 
agreement is reached or the talks break 
down. However, it is known the village, 
in its tentative 1974-75 budget, has .of-" 
fered an across-the-board 7 per cent pay 


hike for all employes and has made no 
changes in fringe benefits offer. Prior to 
the start of negotiations, the police union 
was asking for a "substantial wage in- 
crease," at least more than SVfe per cent. 


Local CCPA chapter president, Patrol- 


man Warren Fischer, earlier this week 
said he would not comment on the 7 per 
cent offer, but he did indicate that a 
wage increase that would just cover the 
last year's rise in the cost-of-living would 
be more like 10.3 per cent. 


ANOTHER CCPA chapter in Des 


Plaines has asked for a 12 per cent wage 
hike and has threatened to take any 
measure to ensure the city's good faith 
in bargaining. The policemen did not rule 
out a strike as one of the potential mea- 
sures they could take. 


In Mount Prospect, the union is asking- 


for a complete wage packet, of whrcli the 
salary hike is only one of about 13 items. 
The policemen also are asking for in- 
creases in longevity pay, time-and-a-half 
pay for all time in court when off-duty, a 
higher clothing allowance, optical and 
dental insurance coverage, the keeping 
of retirod policemen on the police insur- 
ance policy and personal days to count 
as sick days if not used.

changes in the vacation schedule, full 
pay for sick days not used after 60 sick 
days have accumulated, sergeant's pay 
for patrolmen when they work as acting 
supervisors, union dues and credit union 
payroll checkoffs and clarification of the 
existing grievance procedure.

"Here's the dean in a swivel chair with 


his feet on his desk, looking down his 
nose at parents." 


That's how one mother remembers her 


conference with the discipline officer in a 
local high school. She and her husband 
both feel the school has done a poor job 
disciplining their children. School offi- 
cials are uncooperative, they say, and 
they don't understand the needs of young 
people today. 


Her attitude is not typical of all par- 


ents. There are no typical attitudes when 
it comes to disciplining teenagers. Opin-

ions are as individual as the personalities 
of parents and students and school offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Brown, sitting on her living room 


sofa, still wearing her nurse's uniform, 
vividly recalls her meeting with the dean 
who looked down his nose at her. The 
experience seems to her to reflect the 
attitude of'the school. "There's no re- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general, the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances." 


THE BROWNS have several children 


in school and they say that no, two of 
their children are alike. Each child has 
different interests, different friends, dif- 
ferent personalities and different souls. 


But, says their father, the school does 


not recognize these individual differ- 
ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition from Webster's 
Dictionary, 


which 'says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that, corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects." If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is, be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class .after a few 
vocational students dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class should run more smoothly." 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
time helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the 'Student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead, of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." In his school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown. 


"Suspension deosn't do any good for

Overcrowded courtrooms: police, public, lawyers all suffer

A defendant slh for five houis waiting 


to dispute a traffic citation he has re- 
ceived 


A judge is. interrupted from testimony 


being given In a case when a call comes 
requiring him to sign a warrant for an 
arrest 


An on-duty policeman spends seven 


hours waiting to have several cases de- 
cided only to have them continued to an- 
other date 


A state's attorney who must prosecute 


a case goes through the same wait in a 
room crowded with more than 300 per- 
sons. 


The scene takes place on the second 


floor of the Arlington Heights Village 
Hall where traffic and felony court is 
held for the 2nd District branch of Cook 


County Circuit Court, which serves most 
of the Northwest suburbs. 


IT IS NOT, however, justice at its fi- 


nest. 


This week, for example, Tuesday's 


court docket listed some 320 cases from 
the Rolling Meadows, Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling and Palatine police depart- 
ments. The large number resulted be- 
cause court was canceled Thursday and 
today while judges attended a seminar 
The Thursday and Friday cases were 
pushed back to Monday and Tuesday 


The courtroom was so crowded that de- 


fendants, attorneys and ' policemen had 
to stand in the hallway and on the 
stairwell waiting for their cas'.s to be 
called 


"It was ridlculoui, really," Rolling 


Meadows Patrolman Marv Hamann said 


"I was there for two hours on two 
cases." 


"Certainly it was over — well over — 


its limits Monday and Tuesday," admits 
Arlington Heights Police Chief L W Cal- 
derwood 
"On normal days, it is also 


over its limits " 


ARLINGTON Heights Village Mgr L 


A Hanson said the court is now handling 
aout 45,000 cases annually and will be up 
to 50,000 next year "It's beyond the 
point of compatibility," with village of- 
fices, he says 


The Tuesday situation was an extreme 


example of a problem of growing con- 
cern to law enforcement officials, attor- 
neys and judges, alike 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R 


Case, who is one of the most vocal critics 
of the court situation, says policemen 


spend an average of two to four hours in 
court sometimes for only one case Often 
' the case may not even be called, he says 


Defendants frequuently wait even long- 


er. 


'"The people are suffering and it's 


costing us money, too," Case says of the 
situation "We pay our men time-and- 
a-half for court time " The police depart- 
ment's $16,000 yearly overtime budget 
has already been exhausted, he says Po- 
lice officials in Wheeling say overtime 
costs are also exceeding budgets because 
of court time 


"Is there any problem with it1" lamen- 


ted Palatine Lt Harold Nehmzow about 
the court "Is there anybody that doesn't 
have problems with it7" 


THE COMPLAINTS from police about 


the courts are echoed by lawyers. 


"Delay is one of the major problems 


we confront," according to Geno DeVito, 
chief of the general trial division of the 
Coik County state's attorney's office "In 
my opinion delays are inexcusable in 
many instances because circumstances 
of a case are genei ally very clear cut. 


Continuances are not entirely respon- 


sible for the log-jamming in the courts, 
other judicial officials say 


"IN 1964 we went to a unified couit 


system, but since then the suburban dis- 
tricts have doubled and in some cases 
tripled in size and the court cases have 
as well'' says Don O'Connell, adminis- 
trative aide to Circuit Court Chief Judge 
John Boyle 


"We relied solely on municipal fac1!- 


ities up until the past year or so," 
O'Connell said. "In the past year, we've 


realized fiom our conversations viith mu- 
nicipal officials that these facilities aie 
no longer adequate and aie being over- 
loaded Theie's no question in our mind 
that we need more courtrooms " 


On that point the judges, attorneys and 


police also seem to agree 


"I Hunk what really should be done in 


this district is that more couit rooms 
should be set up, especially in the west- 
ern half of the district," Palatine Lt. 
Nelimzow said "The facilities that we 
had five and six years ago are the same, 
but the size of the problems aie differ- 
ent " 


BUT THE solution of providing more 


courtrooms has not proven to be an easy 
answer 
In Rolling Meadows, for ex- 


ample, a vacant third floor wing of the

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Parks make late 
bid for federal 
funds to buy land 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


nil! be making a last-minute dash to 
qualify for federal funds to purchase ad- 
ditional open land. 


The park district and Village of Arling- 


ton Heights have failed to take advan- 
tage of a federally funded open-lands 
purchase program whose 1974 deadline Is 
April 15. Under the program, which is 
state administered, the federal govern- 
ment funds 7» per cent of land costs 
when there is a 25 per cent cash contri- 
bution from local governments 


The village plan commission and the 


park district will be meeting soon with 
Village Pres. Jack Walsh and Village 
Mgr. L A. Hanson In an attempt to have 
the village furnish the necessary funding. 


HOWEVER, PARK and plan commis- 


sioners feel they will be unable to satisfy 
the technical requirements in time for 
the 1974 grant even if the village did 
come up with the necessary funding. 
They said the meeting with the village 
administration was primarily to "lay the 
groundwork" to qualify for a grant next 
year. 


But the deadline for applications for 


next year's grant is also drawing near, 
according to Thomas Thornton, park dis- 
trict director. He said the applications 
for 1975 money have to be completed by 
May iS, 1974. 


Each year the village or parks do not 


request the money, less is available, laid 
Joe Kesler, village planner. He said 1974 
grants are on a 25-75 basis, but that 1975 
grants are on a 40-60 basis. He said the 
local share increases yearly in 10 per 
cent steps. 


Plan commission chairman 0. V An- 


derson said the decision to meet with the 
village officials was an outgrowth of a 
joint plan commission-park district meet- 
ing held Wednesday. 


ONE POSSIBLE source of the money 


could be donations made to the village 


by developed Anderson said this money 
is given to the village to satisfy ordi- 
nance requirements that call for devel- 
opers to give the village either money or 
land for public use. 


Charles Cronin, park district president, 


said that while the village is better able 
to meet the financial requirements of the 
grants, the cash donation fund may have 
already been tapped for other uses. 


"Yes, it could come from money do- 


nated by developers in lieu of land. But I 
understand that fund is pretty well de- 
pleted The park district knew the money 
was available in the past, but we just 
didn't have the 25 per cent cash that's 
necessary," he said. 


He said the outlook for a grant this 


year is bleak "It really doesn't look like 
we've got a chance ... We may try for 
next year." 


He added the cooperation of the plan 


commission will strengthen'their position 
in trying to obtain more land. Presently 
the district has 319 acres of land for a 
population in excess of 73,000 Federal 
standards call for 10 acres of park land 
for every 1,000 persons The village fore- 
sees a population of 114,000 by the end of 
the century. 


Thornton said the park district's chan- 


ces of getting the money are slim. "I 
don't know if we can get everything done 
and reviewed by all the agencies in time 
for next year, even. We need master 
plans and maps approved and that all 
takes time," he said. 


He said, "I'm not too optimistic about 


the village coming up with the money 
either." 


He added the village is in a better posi- 


tion to fake the application for the mon- 
ey, "Tney could make the applications 
t h e m s e l v e s . They are far better 
equipped. They hnve a better staff and 
the experts. I only have a couple of 
weeks and I don't have the time to do 
it."

School board OKs $32,000 for equipment., supplies 


Approximately $32,000 worth of equip- 


ment and supplies for Arlington Heights 
elementary schools was approved Thurs- 
day night by School Dist. 25 board mem- 
bers 


The board approved spending $13,760 


for custodial supplies, $5,725 for adminis- 
trative office equipment such as file cab- 
inets; $10,819 for classroom furniture in- 
cluding tables, stacking chairs and desks 
and $1,300 for printing diplomas. 


The district previously sent out bids for 


each of the purchases and accepted the 
lowest bids. 


Junior higih school boys Will pay $6.50 


for gym uniforms next year and girls 
will pay $5. 


IN OTHER BOARD action, members 


accepted a personnel organization study 
conducted by James Riebock, director of 
personnel. 


The study indicated a trend in decreas- 


ing enrollment, thus creating a lower 
class size, which is a "high priority" 
goal with district officials. 


In accordance with recommendations 


made earlier this month by Supt. Donald 
V. Strong, the district hopes to increase 
the ratio of the number of teachers to the 
number of students Strong's recommen- 
dations include bolstering the 
basic 


school programs that are cunently in 


progress by hiring additional staffing 


The statistics recorded in the report 


will be used by the district to recruit and 
hire teachers for the 1974-75 school year. 


Currently there are 8,867 students en- 


rollad in both elementary and junior high 
schools. Next year's projection is 8,493 or 
an approximate 4 per cent drop. This 
will mean one student less per class, offi- 
cials said.

"Here's the dean in a swivel chair with 


his feet on his desk, looking down his 
nose at parents." 


That's how one mother remembers her 


conference with the discipline officer In a 
local high school. She and her husband 
both feel the school has done a p">r job 
disciplining their children. School offi- 
cials are uncooperative, they say, and 
they don't understand the needs of young 
people today. 


Her attitude is not typical of all par- 


ents, There are no ty'cal attitudes when 
it comes to disciplining teenagers. Opin-

ions are as individual as the personalities 
of parents and students and school offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Brown, sitting on her living room 


sofa, still wearing her nurse's uniform, 
vividly recalls her meeting with the dean 
who looked down his nose at her. The 
experience seems to her to reflect the 
attitude of the school. "There's no re- 
spect from teacher to student," she says, 
"so how can there be the reverse? In 
general, the teachers treat them (the stu- 
dents) as nuisances." 


THE BROWNS ^have several children 


in school and they say that no two of 
their children are alike. Each child has 
different interests, different friends, dif- 
ferent personalities and different souls. 


But, says their father, the school does 


not recognize these individual differ- 
ences. Those who don't want to go to col- 
lege are considered second-class stu- 
dents, he says, and this attitude is the 
reason why they don't like school and 
have trouble getting along. He cites a 
definition 
from Webster's 
Dictionary, 


which says discipline is "training or ex- 
perience that corrects, molds, strength- 
ens or perfects " If the school is having 
problems disciplining students it is be- 
cause it expects all students to be the 
same and punishes those who are differ- 
ent, he says. Disciplining a student 
should mean helping him fulfill his'own 
potential, Brown says. 


Mrs. Brown says she once heard of a 


teacher who told his class after, a few 
vocational students' dropped out, "Now 
that all the terminal students are gone 


the class should run more smoothly " 
Students who don't go to college aren't 
wanted because they don't make the 
school look good, she says. 


THE BROWNS ALSO feel the rules in 


their high school are too strict and some- 
times the punishment is too severe. 
"There is an overemphasis on detail," 
says Brown who feels the school spends 
too much time punishing for minor of- 
fenses such as tardiness and not enough 
time helping students. 


The real job of the school is to mold 


the student's individual character, he 
says, but schools "mold them to con- 
formity" instead of taking the positive 
approach by "developing the individ- 
uality of each student." In his school he 
says, "I have yet to see a positive act 
towards correction." 


They cite suspension as an example of 


negative punishment. "The teacher just 
gets rid of a problem student," says Mrs. 
Brown. 


"Suspension deosn't do any good for
